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Engineers’ Military 
Importance Stressed 


(At the request of the Army and 
Navy Journal, Colonel Jonah has pre- 
pared the following article on why the 
Corps of Engineers should remain part 
of the Military Establishment. The 
writer is particularly fitted to discuss 
the subject, being a prominent engi- 
neer in civil life and having seen active 
service with the Corps of Engineers in 
France and a reserve officer since.)

[THE Engineers are educated to be, 
first, Soldiers, and then Engineers, 
the better to enable them to discharge 
the duties of Engineers as required by 
the exigencies of military operations. 
To separate them in any way from 
the direct command of the military au- 
thorities would destroy the esprit de 
corps which has so greatly character- 
ized the Corps throughout its history. 
It is essential that we have in the 
Army a body of soldiers trained in 
engineering, because modern warfare 
is, in a large measure, a series of gi- 
gantic engineering operations, and 
while any major campaign would de- 
mand the services of thousands of en- 
gineers in excess of the numerical 
strength of the Corps of Engineers, the 
latter must be the nucleus around 
which the larger body must be trained 
and inducted efficiently into the re- 
quirements of military service. 

While it is true that in times of 
peace some of the Engineers of the 
Corps are engaged in work similar in 
many respects to that carried on by 
engineers in civil life, such as river 
and harbor improvements, building 
work, canals, et cetera, it must not be 
overiooked that these duties are in ef- 
fect a training for the days of war- 
fare, because it is in this construction 
work that the engineer learns to 
handle men and material, also the 
ability to organize large scale opera- 
tions essential in the conduct of ma- 
jor campaigns. 

The Corps of Engineers has been 
trained in the discipline and organiza- 
tion of the Army, and they alone are 
capable of instructing civilian en- 
gineers, who may be brought into the 
service, in these important particulars. 

While the separation of the Corps 
of Engineers from the Military Estab- 
lishment would be extremely detri- 
mental to the efficiency of the Corps 
as an arm of the service, it would also 
work to the detriment of the Army as 
a whole. The Corps should at all

The Budget Cuts 
(An Editorial—No. 2) 


THE PRESIDENT will present his budget recommendations to Congress next 
week. They contemplate reductions in appropriations of serious peril to our 
National Defense. 

It will be the duty of Congress to consider these recommendations and de- 
termine in the light of our vast interests at home and abroad and the situation 
of the world at large, the extent of the menace they constitute. 

It must also consider whether the restrictions proposed add to the un- 
employment problem and increase rather than diminish the existing distress. 

The decision of these questions lies in the hands of the President and Con- 
gress. 

But the responsibility squarely reposes upon the people. “We, the people 
of the United States,” says the preamble of the Constitution, “in order to * * * 
provide for the common defense,” ordained and established the Union and the 
charter under which it has thriven. There was nothing about “adequacy” in the 
instrument. A mandatory obligation was assumed by the people to make provision 
for their defense. 

Therefore, it is the people, who, in this emergency (and it is an amergency!) 
must act. That they will do so, if informed, we have no doubt. We call upon 
all organizations and patriotic groups having the defense of the country 
at heart, to spread the facts among their neighbors and to bring the resultant 
opinions to the attention of their respective senators and representatives in 
Congress. We especially appeal to the following: 

The American Legion, which is on record in favor of an Army, including 
trained civilian components, able to bear the first onslaught of an enemy, and 
: ae equal of that of any other Nation upon the seas, as contemplated by 
reaty. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars, who are on record to the same effect. 

Society of Military and Naval Officers of the World War, which again and 
again has emphasized a like view. 

The American Federation of.Labor, which has manifested its concern over 





which would result from reductions in army and navy appropriations. 

All organizations, including the National Guard and Reserves, whose value 
as an armed force and training, are endangered; and all patriotic societies, such 
as the Daughters of the American Revolution and War Mothers, whose sons 
suffered and died upon the battlefield. 

The Press of the Nation, which with prescient appreciation of world condi- 
tions, has expressed the view that well armed we will continue at peace. 

We thoroughly understand that in this time of serious depression and of 
mounting government deficit, economy must be applied and observed. The Serv- 
ices, with scrupulous fidelity to the needs of the Nation, will bear their part in 
the sacrifices demanded. They will cheerfully accept restriction of comfort; they 
will strenuously object to curtailments harmful to efficiency and injurious to 
their ability to discharge the duty imposed upon them. They are facing both. 
The Secretary of the Navy pointed out in his annual report that to provide 
for the Navy’s minimum requirements within treaty limits many of the 
most experienced and far - seeing officers feel that appropriations reason- 
ably in excess of these being annually appropriated are essential. The reports 
of War Department officials carry the same thought—insufficient funds. And yet 
the estimates approved by the President and made in some cases without con- 
sultation with his experts, call for very large cuts, and, if adopted by Congress, 
will compel the curtailment or complete abandonment of activities of the highest 
importance to service efficiency. 

The country will see what has been done to its defense when the figures 
are available next week. We urge that it consider them and act at once. De- 
fense is not of tomorrow, it is of today, and a blow struck now will, affect the 
Nation’s future ability to protect itself. That blow must be arrested. 


President Told Needs Of Service Personnel

Pay and Promotion 

Stagnation of promotion and inade- 
quate pay—matters which have been 
deplored by every Secretary of War in 
recent years—continue to exercise their 
discouraging effects upon the Regular 
Army’s personnel. These influences 
unfortunately bear hardest upon officers | 
whose military careers and characters 
are still in the formative stage. Under 
the direction of the Chief of Staff there 
has been prepared a proposed modifica- 
tion of the existing promotion system 
which is designed to produce a more 
healthy flow of promotion at a nominal 
additional cost. The project in all its 
details has been most favorably re- 
ceived by the service. 
In the present period of economic de- 
pression action looking toward a mod- 
ernization of Army pay schedules would 
run contrary to public policy. At the 


Pay 

The need for revision of the laws re- 
garding the pay of the Navy continues 
to be a matter of great importance. 
The joint pay committee which was 
formed by the last Congress passed out 
of existence on March 4 without hav- 
ing held hearings. 

If and when the economic conditions 
warrant, the pay for officers in the 
higher grades, in particular, should be 
measurably increased, that the younger 
officers may feel the incentive to attain 
to those grades, to enjoy the greater 
compensations attached to them. This 
likewise applies to pay of enlisted men 
in higher ratings.

Leaders Discuss Army

ITH interested leaders already 
agreed on two programs of out- 
standing importance to the services— 
Naval Ship Building and Army Hous- 
ing—but with a gloomy outlook for the 
Army promotion bill, preparations are 
being made for the convening of the 
72nd Congress on Monday, Dec. 7. 
With economic conditions plaguing 
the powers and with another Disarma- 
ment Conference and a_ presidential 
election in the offing, the session prom- 
ises to be a critical one as far as mili- 
tary and naval legislation is concerned. 
Army Housing 
Representative Percy Quin, D, of 
Miss., who is expected to be chairman

the House, told the Army and Navy

Two bills totaling these amounts are 
being drafted by Mr. James and will 
be introduced at the opening of Con- 
gress. The measures are practically 
completed, it was said. 

Army Promotion 

Statements of the two ranking 
members of the committee regarding 
Army promotion, make the chances of 
legislation of this character very dim. 

“T personally, and I believe the ma- 
jority of the committee also, will op- 
pose any promotion bill which does not 
remedy the injustices perpetrated in 
1920, when the present list was drawn 
up,” Mr. James declared yesterday. 

Representative Quin declared him- 
self opposed to any promotion legisla- 
tion during the coming session. Asked 
about his plans, the Mississipian de- 
clared: 

“I’m going to be hard-boiled, you 
can say that. With conditions the way 
they are at present in the country, we 
will do nothing except what is abso- 
lutely necessary. Muscle Shoals will 
come first, and then the Army housing, 
and that’s all. I’m for economy, you 
can put me down for that. We're in 
the midst of a panic, and the Govern- 
ment expenses will have to be cut to 
the bone.” 

Asked about the chances.of an Army 
promotion bill, Mr. Quin replied: 

“Promotion? Talk about promotion 
when people are starving! Why they’re 
lucky to have jobs.” 

In regard to the proposal of Repre- 
sentative Ross Collins, D, of Miss., that 
the officer strength of the Army be cut 
two to four thousand, Mr. Quin said 
that he had not made up his mind yet. 

“Ross may be right about that,” he 
added, “I’m certainly opposed to any 
increase in the Army, however.” 

Representative Quin stated that he 
did not agree with Mr. Collins in his 
proposal to abolish military training 
in the schools. 

A member of the 72nd Congress who 
is certain to interest himself in service 
legislation is Maj. Gen. Charles H. 
Martin, USA, ret., D, of Ore. General 
Martin, who held the position of As- 
sistant Chief of Staff G-1 when on the 
active list of the Army, is desirous of 
seeing some relief for the stagnated 
promotion situation in the Army, and 
7 passage of a naval construction 
bill.

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Editors Present Views On Statements Of Stimson And Japanese 





'THE fact that a statement made by Secretary of State Stimson in regard to 

the Sino-Japanese situation was allegedly misquoted in the Japanese press 
has caused editors of this country to present various views of the episode. It 
is held that there is considerable danger in having the words of a man, in the 
position of Secretary Stimson, twisted in a foreign country where our motives 
may not be so clear. It is also pointed out that the criticism aimed at Secretary 
Stimson from Japan showed that there is not unity of the military and civilian 
leaders of Japan, giving rise to the belief that the Japanese Government has had 
no intent to deceive, but that it had no ability to control at all stages the war 


makers. 


“THE Japanese News Agency has greatly embarrassed Secretary Stimson by 

misquoting something that he said with reference to the Sino-Japanese sit- 
uation,” says the Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser (Democratic). “We not infre- 
quently hear complaints that Washington correspondents misquote public men, 
but on investigation it will usually be found that the complaint is unfounded. 
A Washington correspondent may sometimes put an interpretation on the sig- 
nificance of what an official says which makes that official uncomfortable, but 
they are accurate, conscientious reporters and they rarely misquote what is said. 
But Japanese newspapers are the most ludicrously inaccurate papers on earth.

CS pacbny raises stern objection to the manner in which Secretary of State Stim- 
son is managing his end of the Sino-Japanese imbroglio, and directs the 
attention of this nation to the fact that the secretary is speaking out of turn,” 
says the Terre Haute, Ind., Tribune (Independent Democratic). “Japan makes 
several specific points, and on the face of the matter, seems to have a case 
against the American official. The inferences in the case indicate that Stimson 
lacks a judicial mind, something very necessary in his business. His position 
is a delicate one, and suggests that he keep himself free to negotiate crucial 
matters which relate to international diplomacy. Japan seems to be able to 


supplies and equipment such as cots, 
blankets, and bedding available for di- 
rect relief were placed under the con- 


trol of corps area commanders and were 
loaned by them to reputable charitable 
organizations upon the approval of 
governors of various States. Further, 
during the past winter the War De- 
partment authorized the sale of sal- 
vaged clothing, shoes and equipment at 
nominal prices to accredited charity or- 
ganizations sponsored by governors of 
States. 

The War Department’s direct relief 
activities have been overshadowed, how- 
ever, by the utilization of the resources 
at its disposal for building up economic 
stability. The normal 1931 appropria. 
tions for the military and nonmilitary 
activities of the War Department 
amounted to $445,691,011. In the last 
analysis this vast sum, except for in- 
significant purchases in foreign coun- 
tries and for personal savings out of 
pay and salaries, was expended for 
goods and services furnished by the 
civil population of the United States. 
Its expenditure was spread over the en- 
tire country. Because of the depart- 
ment’s ability to buy closely, the great 
bulk of the appropriations ultimately 
went to the wage earner. 

All special appropriations, while af- 
fording increased employment and serv- 
ing as an industrial stimulus, have also 
notably advanced the completion of au- 
thorized projects, and the public has re- 
ceived full value for the money expend- 
ed. Nothing has been built or bought, 
the provision of which was not directly 
inthe public interest. In accordance 
with the intent of Congress no project 
has been undertaken that did not con- 
tribute directly to the amelioration of 
unemployment, and the full influence of 
the department has been exerted to di- 
vide all work to the greatest extent 
practicable among the maximum num- 
ber of workers. 

Particular care has been exercised to 
distinguish between extensive and ex- 
travagant spending. Rigid governmen- 
tal economy is fully consonant with 
great public expenditures, and all de- 
partmental disbursements have been 
closely scrutinized with a view toward 
realizing operative economics and to- 
ward the elimination of waste. One of 
the most conspicuous results of these 
efforts has been the adoption of a pro- 
gram looking to the abandonment of 53 
superfluous Army posts with resultant 
diminution of overhead and upkeep ex- 
penses. In the case of several posts 
the War Department already possesses 
authority to take this step. In other 
instances congressional action will be 
necessary.

(Continued from First Page) 
tion to the undoubted fact that Army 
compensation, particularly that of the 
junior commissioned grades, falls be- 
low reasonable and just standards. The 
schedules at present in force are so low 
as not to be rectified by the current re- 
cession in commodity prices. Officers 
are commissioned in the Regular Army 
on the basis of ability and are required 
throughout their careers to surmount 
rigid tests of accomplishment. By en- 
tering the service they forego auto- 
matically any expectation of extensive 
material rewards to which they could 
look forward in other walks of life. It 
is an American tradition that, in ex- 
change for this deprivation they are 
entitled to security of employment, 
steady professional advancement, and a 
comfortable, but not extravagant stand- 
ard of living. 

In reviewing, from the standpoint of 
the War Department, the record of the 
fiscal year just past it is particularly 
significant and gratifying that there 
has been no hint of threatened or ac- 
tual violence, either external or inter- 
nal in origin, indicating a necessity for 
the direct employment of the Army. 
The past 12 months were rendered un- 
usual by prolonged and disastrous eco- 
nomic and _. political disturbances 
throughout the world. Our own Nation 
has been passing through a major eco- 
nomie depression with consequent hard- 
ship upon important elements of our 
population. In spite of this the united 
front presented by our people has not 
been broken in a single instance by 
those manifestations of blind passion 
which, under even less serious condi- 
tions in the past, have at times de- 
manded the utilization of military force. 
Radical and subversive activity has 
been almost nonexistent—or at least 
has been so invariably repudiated by 
the calm judgment of our citizenry 
that it has failed utterly to become a 
matter for the immediate concern of 
the War Department from a military 
standpoint. These facts are indicative 
of the Nation’s strength and of the con- 
fidence of the people in their leaders 
and their Government. 

Many of the problems arising out of 
existing conditions have, however, oc- 
cupied the earnest attention of the War 
Department. Under congressional and 
Executive directive the department has, 
concurrently with the execution of 
normal tasks incident to providing for 
the national defense, cooperated with 
other governmental agencies in the 
prosecution of measures intended to re- 
strict the scope and to alleviate the se- 
verity of the economic depression. 

War Department activities in this di- 
rection have involved participating in 
relief work, and providing employment 
through the acceleration of governmen- 
tal construction to the extent permitted 
by available public funds. In thickly 
populated areas the distribution of 
food, clothing and shelter by commu- 
nities has largely centered around Na- 
tional Guard armories. These armories 
are the property of the several States; 
but much of the equipment used be- 
longs to the United States, and local 
relief administration has been largely | 
influenced by military technique. Army 


The Army 

While carrying on the relief and hu- 
manitarian tasks just alluded to, the 
Army of the United States has made 
steady progress in the execution of its 
primary duty of providing for the na- 
tional defense. Attention is respect- 
fully invited to the accompanying re- 
port of the Chief of Staff and to those 
of the Assistant Secretaries of War, in 
which are discussed fully all the prin- 
ciple activities of the Army. Concern- 
ing subjects pertaining to the Military 
Establishment, there will be noted in

Ever 
since the passage of the national de- 
fense act in 1920, the War Department 
has made steady and healthy progress 
toward working out the full benefits of 
the measure. The past fiscal year has 
seen the uninterrupted continuance of 
this program. A striking example of

aviation was afforded by the concentra- 
tion in May of the first provisional air 


division of 663 planes, piloted by Reg- | 


ular Army, National Guard, and Organ- 
ized Reserve personnel. The Air Corps 
5-year program proceeds satisfactorily. 
Continuous progress has also been 
made in the development of modern 
weapons and material and in the evo- 
lution of the new tactical methods 
which have been rendered desirable and 


necessary by these improvements. This | 
statement holds specially true in the | 


important sphere of motorization and 
mechanization. 

The fiscal year saw the completion of 
the field work for the Nicaragua Inter- 
oceanic Canal survey, a task that occu- 
pied a battalion of Engineers troops in 
that country for two years. As a re- 
sult the Government now holds per- 
manently available very complete data 
on the best route for such a canal, with 
estimates of cost and time to construct, 
together with plans for locks, harbors, 
and other facilities. There have also 


been accumulated extensive topograph- | 


ical, geological, and hydrological rec- 


ords as well as sanitation surveys. | 


While the canal survey was the primary 
mission of the engineer battalion, it 
served also as an excellent medium for 
the cultivation of friendly relations with 
the Nicaraguan people. At the time of 
the disastrous Managua earthquake of 
March 31, 1931, these troops rendered 
conspicuous services in firefighting and 
in relief and rehabilitation work. The 
battalion’s medical detachment coop- 
erated effectively with American naval 
and Nicaraguan agencies in caring for 
the injured and in the safeguarding of 
public health. Emergency supplies were 
diverted from Army transports, and a 
number of American refugees were 
evacuated on these ships. 
War Policies Commission 

The War Policies Commission was 
created by Public Resolution No. 98, 
Seventy-first Congress, to promote 
peace and to study methods to equalize 
the burdens and to remove the profits 
of war. The War Department has been 
keenly interested in the activities of 
this body and has done everything pos- 
sible to assist the commission in any 
way requested by it. 

Regardless of future action of the 
commission, the holding of the hear- 
ings has been in itself of inestimable 
value to the country. 

Most of the subjects considered br 
the commission have been, for some 
years, under constant study in the War 
Department. The department’s conclu- 
sions concerning them were, upon the 
request of the commission, presented 
to it on May 13, 1931, by the Chief of 
Staff. 

Anyone reading the record of the tes- 
timony presented can not fail to be im- 


| pressed by the utter lack of jingoism

ican people. There can be no doubt that 
in the popular mind war is viewed in its 
true perspective—as a grim and costly 
tragedy that carries in its wake injus- 
tice, wastage, cruelty and human sac- 
rifice. | Witnesses appearing before the 
commission considered the possibility 
of war only as a last resort method of 
defense. Their purpose was to assist 
in the important peace-time function of 
government to study and analyze ap- 
{ plicable methods for assuring the suc- 
cessful and speedy termination of such 
i a war if it should be forced upon us, 

and for lightening and distributing the 
burdens that would be imposed by it. 
The commission will report to the next 
session of Congress. 

Civil Activities, Corps of Engineers 

The Secretary of War is charged by 
law with the supervision of a variety 
of activities purely civil in character. 
Of these one of the most widely known 
and one of the most important is the 
river and harbor work executed under 
the direction of the Chief of Engineers, 
United States Army. 

The improvements completed or in 
| progress include the more important 
rivers and harbors of the continental 
United States, Porto Rico, Alaska and 
the Hawaiian Islands. These improve- 
ments are prosecuted in accordance with 
projects authorized by Congress. The 
number of projects now in force total 
nearly 1,000, including those for flood 
control on the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries and on the Sacramento 
River. 

An act of Congress approved July 3, 
1930, greatly enlarged the scope of this 
work, providing for a number of proj- 
ects on which estimated expenditures 
of $146,000,000 will be made. 

The annual report of the Chief of 
Engineers gives an exhaustive account 
of all civil activities undertaken under 
his direction. The fiscal year just 
closed witnessed the largest amount of 
money appropriated for and the great- 
est progress made in the development 
of rivers and harbors and flood control 
of any one year in the Nation’s history. 

Conclusion 

In concluding this report attention is 
again invited to the accompanying 
statements prepared by the Chief of 
Staff and the Assistant Secretaries of 
War. These officials have presented a 
digest of the progress realized during 
the year in the principal spheres of ac- 
tivity of all components of the Army 
of the United States. It is believed 
that, with the means at hand, every- 
thing possible is being done to keep the 
country’s land forces and all business 
activities relating thereto on the high- 
est plane of efficiency and economy. 

Although maintained for the primary 
purpose of meeting exigencies connect- 
ed with a national military emergency, 
the Army is proud to enlist itself in 
company with all other elements of gov- 
ernment and our citizenry to assist in 
solving the peace-time problems now 
confronting us. In the event the coun- 
try is faced by another winter of hard- 
ship and of unemployment, it is the in- 
tention of the War Department to con- 
tinue, and so far as possible to inten-

sify, the efforts made during the past 
year. The department’s facilities for

Chief of Staff’s Report 


XTRACTS from the annual report of 
the Chief of Staff of the Army, 
General Douglas MacArthur, follow: 
Service Pay Problem 

The strength of the Regular Army 
has not fluctuated greatly in the past 
several years, remaining almost con- 
stant at the figures of 12,000 officers 
and 118,750 enlisted men (excluding 
Philippine Scouts). Fewer separations 
from the service have occurred dur- 
ing the last year than in the average 
of those just preceding, due to the un- 
settled economic conditions now being 
experienced. With subnormal indus- 
trial activity and the consequent sur- 
plus of trained civilians for every 
vacant position, there has been little 
temptation offered to Army officers and 
highly trained noncommissioned offi- 
cers to forsake military careers for the 
more lucrative positions of civil life. 

This decrease in voluntary separa- 
tions from the service is noticeable in 
spite of the fact that for some years 
the pay of professional military per- 
sonnel has been disproportionately low 
when compared to that of civilians oc- 
cupying positions of similar trust and 
responsibility. I am entirely confident 
that the American sense of fair deal- 
ing will ultimately accord relief in this 
direction, although the sworn defend- 
ers of the Nation have no desire to 
draw attention to the Government’s pe- 
cuniary obligation to them during a 
period when the utmost in national 
economy is necessary in order properly 
to balance the annual budget. In this 
matter the Army holds true to its proud 
tradition that in time of need the Na- 
nel backward in bearing at least its 
tion has never found military person- 
ful] share of the individual sacrifices 
demanded. 

To a limited extent the decrease in 
cost of living has served to ameliorate 
the military man’s financial difficulties. 
However, the modest reductions in re- 
tail prices experienced during the past | 
year have not been sufficiently great to 
eliminate his difficulties, nor to correct 
the injustice that has been done him. 

Promotion Acceleration 

Stagnated promotion has been an- 
other matter of immediate concern to 
every officer, and therefore to the War 
Department. An abnormal personnel 
situation was created in the Army by

Federal prisoners on military reserva- 
tions. At the earnest request of the 
Department of Justice the War Depart- 
ment has made available certain posts, 
camps, and military penal institutions 
for the housing of such prisoners. 
Where military requirements permit 
the complete transfer of a post or sta- 
tion to the Department of Justice, this 
practice is believed to be sound from 
the: standpoints of efficiency and econ- 
omy. However, when Federal prison- 
ers are maintained on Army posts 


wholly turned over to that department, 
the practice is vicious and damaging in 
its eventual effects, and should not be 
countenanced a moment longer than 
stark necessity demands. Through 
conferences held with officials of the 
Department of Justice we are assured 
that they recognize this, and will take 
the earliest practicable steps to remove 
Federal prisoners from military posts. 
I sincerely trust that by the end of the 
next fiscal year I may be able to report 
this as an accomplished fact. 
Mechanization 

In one aspect of training, which in- 
volves also a matter of combat organ- 
ization, a change of considerable event- 
val import has been effected. I refer 








the method of induction into the serv- 
ice of the World War group, which 
constitutes about 50 per cent of all 
commissioned officers. Some months 
ago there was forwarded to Congress 
a bill which if enacted into law will re- 
lieve to a great extent the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions now existing in that it 
will hold out to a great majority of the 
officers in the socalled “hump” the ex- | 
pectancy of eventual reasonable ad- 
vancement. The purpose of the bill is 
simply to bring promotion back to a 
normal basis. The obvious norm is 
that established through years of ac- 
cumulated experience under conditions 
of average inflow and outflow of per- 
sonnel. The limited acceleration in pro- 
motion sought under the War Depart- 
ment proposal would obtain only until 
there should have passed through the 
list the great number of officers who 
entered the service immediately sub- 
sequente to the World War. The im- 
mediate passage of this bill should be 
urged upon Congress. 

In spite of the effects produced by 
the long-standing conviction that injus- 
tice has been done through existing pay 
and promotion schedules, morale and 
discipline have been maintained at a 
most satisfactory level. These two in-

Federal Prisoners on Posts 

I must invite your earnest attention,

An explanation of the change effect- 


ed in our Army requires a brief analy- | 


sis of military operations and of meth- 
ods for utilizing motor vehicles to fa- 
cilitate the success of such operations. 
The employment of such vehicles pure- 
ly as transportation for troops and 
supplies is known as “motorization”— 


while their application to the battle- , 


field as actual weapons belongs to the 
field of “mechanization.” In the fol- 
lowing discussion I am concerned prin- 
cipally with mechanization. 

The mission of an army in the field 
is to defeat the armed forces of the 
enemy. To do so it must conduct effi- 
cienet reconnaissance and counterrecon- 
naissance; move swiftly in the direc- 
tions indicated as desirable; concentrate 
its personnel and materiel at the criti-. 
cal point or points; strike with its full 
force; and exploit rapidly and fearless- 
ly every advantage gained. Each of 
the several arms has been organized, 
maintained and equipped for the pur- 
pose of carrying out a particular part 
or parts of the whole task. In the 
aggregate their assigned missions com- 
prise the entire field of tactical en- 
deavor. 

There have been two theories ad- 
vanced to govern the application of 
mechanization to these tasks. The first 
is that a separate mechanized force 
should be so organized as to contain 
within itself the power of carrying on 
a complete action, from first contact to 
final victory, thus duplicating the mis- 
sions, and to some extent the equip- 
ment of all other arms. The other the- 
ory is that each of the older arms 
should utilize any types of these ve- 
hicles as will enable it better and more 
surely to carry out the particular com- 





which can not, for cogent reasons, be ; 
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bat tasks it has been traditionally de- 
signed. Under this system mechaniza- 
tion would permeate the whole Army, 
but it would be applied by each arm 
only as an additional means of secur- 
ing victory. 

In the initial enthusiasm of postwar 
thought the first method was consid- 
ered as the ideal one. Mechanized forces 
were expected to supplant the estab- 
‘ished order, or at least to constitute a 
corps d’elite, to be supplemented where 
necessary by foot troops, which would 
hold defensively the advantages gained 
by the mechanized striking force. This 
was the controlling idea in the estab- 
lishment of “mechanized forces” in our 
own and other armies, but continued 
study and experimentation have since 
resulted in its virtual abandonment. In- 
herent weaknesses and limitations in 
the machines themselves are such as to 
preclude their employment in many 
types of terrain. Moreover, the impos- 
sibility of having any considerable 
number of suitable armored vehicles 
immediately available upon the out- 
break of war is sufficient proof that 
such a doctrine is not applicable in any 
case to the early stages of a future 
emergency. 

Accordingly, during the last year the 
independent “Mechanized force” at Ft. 
Eustis has been broken up. The cav- 
alry has been given the task of devel- 
oping combat vehicles that will en- 
hance its power in roles of reconnais- 
sance, counterreconnaissance, flank ac- 
tion, pursuit and similar operations. 
One of its regiments will be equipped 
exclusively with such vehicles. The in- 
fantry will give attention to machines 
intended to increase the striking power 
of the infantry against strongly held 
positions. Every arm is authorized to 
conduct research and experiment with 
a view of increasing its own power to 
perform promptly the missions it has 
been especially organized and devel- 
oped to carry out. Every part of the 
Army will adopt mechanization—and 
motorization—as far as is practicable 
and desirable. To the greatest extent 
possible machines will be used to in- 
crease the mobility, security and strik- 
ing power of every ground arm, but no 
separate corps will be established in 
the vain hope that through a utiliza- 
tion of machines it can absorb the mis- 
sions, and duplicate the capabilities, 
of all others.

War Planning 

By far the most important duty con- 
fronting the Army, because in its 
broadest sense it is almost all-inclusive, 
is that of preparing to meet national 
emergencies. This duty is divided into 
two principal parts, namely, the devel- 
opment of plans applicable to the sit- 
uations that might possibly confront 
us; and all undertakings designed te 
improve the Army of the United 
States for performing the functions 
that would devolve upon it in these as- 
sumed situations. 

The essentials of our general mobil- 
ization plans, together with the specific 
legislation required in emergency to

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Chief of Staff’s Report 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
vised procurement plans, and by pro- 
grams for mobilizing the industrial re- 
sources of the Nation. These two lat- 
ter, in the War Department, are pre- 
pared by the Assistant Secretary of 
War. This whole coordinating process 
is one of the most important features 
of war planning, and I report with no 
small gratification that during the last 
half of the fiscal year 1931 unusual 

progress in it has been realized. 
As an instance of this progress I 


cite an agreement reached between the | 


War and Navy Departments concern- 
ing the employment of aircraft. Un- 
der it the naval air forces will be based 
on the fleet and move with it an im- 
portant element in performing the es- 
sential missions of the forces afloat. 
The Army air forces will be land based 
and employed as an element of the 
Army in carrying out its missions of 
defending the costs, both in the home- 
land and in overseas possessions. 
Through this arrangement the fleet is 
assured absolute freedom of action 
with no responsibility for coast defense 
while the dividing line thus established 
enables the air component of each serv- 
ice to proceed with its own planning, 
training and procurement activities 
with little danger of duplicating those 
of its sister service. At times in the 
past the difficulties blocking the path 
leading to a practicable agreement in 
this matter seemed almost insurmount- 
able. That these were finally overcome 
expresses more eloquently than words 
the growing determination of Army 
and Navy officers to view and solve 
their common problems with the single 
idea of promoting the national welfare. 

Closely allied to war planning is the 
subject of munition reserves. The time 
that must elapse subsequent to the be- 
ginning of any possible future emer- 
gency before some of the vitally essen- 
tial items of equipment can come into 
mass production varies from a few 
months in some cases to more than a 
year in others. The necessity for main- 
taining reserves in these types of sup- 
plies is evident. All nations have long 
recognized it; the point to be deter- 
mined by legislative and Executive ac- 
tion is the most desirable balance be- 
tween considerations of current econ- 
omy, which tend to decrease the re- 
serve, and those of emergency insur- 
ance, which demand its constant ag- 
grandizement. Under existing congres- 
sional directive our effort has been to 
maintain a reserve force of two field 
armies or 1,000,000 men. Through lack 
of sufficient appropriations we have 
fallen far below this level in certain 
essential items. This applies particu- 
larly to ammunition, which deteriorates 
after a number of years in storage. 
Savings to be made through renovation 
are not neglected, but they are insig- 
nificant when compared to our aggre- 
gate needs. In other items increased 
authorization is necessary to give us 
an approximate balance in supplies. 
The time has come when the matter of 
munition reserves must receive renewed 
attention if we are to adhere to the 
policy of maintaining defense measures 
on a balanced basis. 

Citizen Components 

The strength of the National Guard 
approximates 190,000 officers and men. 
As part of the first line of defense Na- 
tional Guard divisions are teing trained 
to a standard of efficiency that will per- 
mit their employment with a minimum 
of delay in the unhappy event of war. 
Progress is steady, as is indicated by 
reports of inspection on training, both 
in armories and in summer camps. 
Armory facilities are often inadequate 
and there are many other difficulties to 
be overcome by this citizen component. 
The continuous improvement made in 
efficiency speaks well for the unselfish 
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and tireless efforts made by National 
Guard personnel. Moreover, this pro- 
gram should be a source of intense 
gratification to all public-spirited citi- 
zens, for certainly it must be generally 
realized that the National Guard’s 
readiness to take the field promptly 
would be of vital importance to the 
safety of the Nation in a grave emerg- 
ency. 

The commissioned strength of the 
Organized Reserve Corps has appar- 
ently stabilized near the figure of 
108,000. This includes both the active 
and inactive lists. 

In the early days of the reserve 
project it was necessary for the War 
Department to deal, to a considerable 
extent, with reserve officers individual- 
ly. With the development of reserve 
organizations, however, it is becoming 
more and more feasible to administer 
them as units. A policy to this effect 
is being followed in the War Depart- 
ment. with the expectancy that it 
will do much to promote organizational 
spirit and to develop the desired team- 
work among the whole corps. 

The policy of employing reserve units 
to administer the camps has been con- 
tinued with good. results, both in the 
training of students and in giving val- 
uable experience to the reserve organ- 
izations so used. 

Administrative Consideration 

The War Department General Staff 
is, as you know, the foundation stone 
of this headquarters structure. Its ac- 
tivities are broad in scope and far- 
reaching in effect. Under the supervis- 
ion of the Chief of Staff it formulates 
military policies; it does not carry out 
the many operational details required 
in the applieation of such policies. Offi- 
cers detailed for duty with it, both 
Regular and Reserve, must distinguish 
clearly between their own functions 
and those of other established agencies, 
and confine their efforts to their own 
legitimate duties. 

This military group is paralleled by 
a munitions staff assembled by the As- 
sistant Secretary of War to assist him 
in carrying out the procurement and in- 
dustrial planning duties imposed upon 
him by law. 

Surrounding these two staffs are the 
chiefs of arms and services. Each chief 
of arm is the principal War Depart- 
ment inspector for his _ particular 











branch. He: is the technical advisor to 
t'. Chief of Staff concerning all mat- 
. .s affecting his arm, and is responsi- 
bie for the efficient operation of the 
special service school pertaining to it. 

Coordination among all parts of this 
organization is a matter of prime im- 
portance. Failure to effect it would 
be certain to cause duplication and con- 
flict, with resultant maladministration 
and stagnation in progress. 

A change in organization that has 
promoted cooperative effort and has 
had a beneficial effect in moulding uni- 
fied War Department opinion on mat- 
ters of moment, was the establishment 
of the “General Council.” Its member- 
ship includes the heads of the General 
Staff divisions, the chiefs of arms and 
services, representatives of both As- 
sistant Secretaries of War, and the 
commandant, Army War College. It 
serves as a focal point where divergent 
views may be digested and adjusted, 
and where projected activities of the 
several subdivisions of the department 
may be properly coordinated. With re- 
spect to higher authority, the body acts 
only in an advisory capacity, but under 
the chairmanship of the Deputy Chief 
of Staff it subjects all important ques- 
tions to an impartial analysis which 
operates to make self-evident the an- 
swers to the great majority of those 
presented. For this reason its recom- 
mendations have been exceedingly help- 
ful to the War Council. I am confident 
that the happy consequences so far re- 
sulting from the information .of this 
council are but harbingers of still 
greater and more far-reaching benefits 
yet to be realized. 





Air Secretary’s Report 


XTRACTS from the annual report 
of the Assistant Secretary of War, 
Hon. F. Trubee ‘Davison, follow: 
Pay and Promotion 
In this period of economic stress to 
which the whole world is being sub- 
jected, the Air Corps is willing and 
anxious to bear its share of the bur- 
dens which are incumbent upon all de- 
partments of the Government.  Al- 
though, as pointed out in my previous 
annual report, existing laws do not 


provide a sound system of pay and 
promotion for the officers, noncommis- 
sioned officers, and enlisted men in the 
Air Corps, I am constrained to defer 
a recommendation that promotion or 
pay legislation be enacted which would

involve an increase in Government ex- 
penditures until improved general con- 
The officers and en- 
listed men of the corps are willing to 
make such sacrifices as may be neces- 
sary, confident that they will not be 
unjustly or disproportionately imposed 
upon, and are glad to make their con- 





tribution to the general benefit of the 
Nation as American citizens and in 
keeping with the high traditions of 
service of the Army. . 
This report is submitted in that 
spirit. Recommendations are made 
which, if accepted, would involve ad- 
ditional expenditures, but it is fully ap- 








preciated that the present is not a pro- 
pitious time for climbing costs. Never- 
theless I deem it my duty to point out 
those measures which, in my judgment 
are essential to the efficiency of the 
Army’s air arm in the hope that at the 
proper time they may be seriously con- 
sidered. 

There is one situation, however, 
which should be guarded against, and 
that is, after the emergency has pass- 
ed, the continuance of expenditures re- 
duced below the amount required for 
efficiency. It may weil be advisable 
in times of stress to eliminate some 
vital activities, but those which are vi- 
tal to the national defense must be re- 
sumed at the earliest possible moment. 

Relative Air Strength 

Before proceeding further, may I 
take this opportunity to do my share 
toward removing a misunderstanding 
that seems to exist in the minds of part 
of the press and a portion of the pub- 
lic with respect to the tactical ‘air 
strength of the United States Army. 
Following the 1931 Air Corps Field 
Exercises last May there was. consid- 
erable printed and verbal comment in- 
dicating that the demonstration in 
which 663 planes participated was ac- 
cepted by many as proof that the 
Army air defenses of the United Staies 
are equal in strength to those of other 
leading powers. No conclusion could 
be more erroneous. 

In the first place, only 449 of the 
663 planes which participated in the 
field exercises were tactical types thet 
would hk- use? ‘- operations 
against an enemy. Of these first-line 
planes there were 133 pursuit, 39 bom- 
bardment, 51 attack, and 238 observa- 
tion caft, including 97 planes from Na- 
tional Guard observation units. These 
449 tactical planes represented the 
maximum combat strength of Army 
aviation in the continental limits of the 
United States. The remaining 214 
planes were training types and trans- 
ports which, while essential to military 
aviation, have no value in actual com- 
bat operations. They were used in 
these exercises only so that as much 
personnel as possible could obtain the 
indispensable training and experience 
afforded by the 1931 exercises, 

Secondly, there exists a vast amount 
of confusion regarding air strengths 
here and abroad because such figures 


a ative 


as are publisked by various countries 
are computed on a basis different 
from that used in the United States. 
Without attempting to draw any con- 
clusions, let me state that the United 
States stands fourth in actual tactical 
strength; that is, the number of air- 
planes which could be used in opera- 
tions against an enemy at the begin- 
ning of hostilities. This includes both 
the Army Air Corps and the Naval Air 
Service. As a matter of fact, in an 
emergency the Naval Air Service 
would be with the fleet and so should 
not be counted with land forces. With 


| the naval airplanes out of the picture 


and considering our land air forces 
alone in comparison with those of the 
other powers, the United States stands 


fifth. 
High Speed Planes 

While on the subject of aviation here 
and abroad, I believe it advisable to 
call attention to recent European de- 
velopments in high-speed planes. In 
view of the fact that speed is a tre- 
mendous factor in military aeronautics 
and in view of the fact that we in this 
country have failed to keep pace with 
the racing planes built and flown in 
other countries, I recommend that the 
War Department, when economic con- 
ditions have improved, be authorized 
to experiment, with the aid of the air- 
craft industry, in the development of 
a speed plane which will hold its own 
against any competitor. Fast and re- 
liable planes, like fast and _ reliable 
automobiles, are born on the race 
course. In order to leave no room for 
misunderstanding, I wish to under- 
score that our present day pursuit 
planes are the direct descendants of 
the racing craft that flew in the 
earlier Schneider and Pulitzer races. 
Hence there is a close relationship be- 
tween racing and fighting planes. In 
this connection I may add that we are 
holding our own with respect to the 
speed of present-day fighting craft but 
that does not eliminate the need of 
looking to the future for more revolu- 
tionary developments. There’ is no 
reason whatever why America can not 
lead or at least keep up with the pro- 
cession in modern speed plane develop- 
ment. No magic formula is required. 
We have the skill, the experience, and 
facilities. Only one thing more is 
needed—funds—and I earnestly hope 
they will be made available as soon 
as financial conditions permit.

The administration of the expendi- 
ture of these vast sums, which must be 
raised by taxation, is one of the grav- 
est concern to me and to my respon- 
sible assistants. It involves not only 
the ordinary problems of economy and 
efficiency but also the visualization of 
the operations, personnel, material, and 
inspections which are necessary to mold 
the Navy into a homogeneous trained 
organization, with a view to reducing 
the possibility of a national emergency 
and yet adequate to meet the demands 
which may confront this country. The 
determination of adequacy is based on 
factors, which are constantly before the 
entire world, and it should be borne in 
mind that many of the most experi- 
enced and far-seeing officers feel that 
amounts reasonably in excess of those 
being annually appropriated can be 
used advantageously—in fact, are es- 
sential to provide adequately for the 
Navy’s minimum requirements within 
treaty limits. Especially is this the ex- 
isting condition m view of the fact that 
the average expenditure for “Increase 
of the Navy” (new construction) and 
“Major alterations” (modernization) 
have averaged only $43,572,000 during 
the nine fiscal years 1923-1931, inclu- 
sive, a sum which falls far short of pro- 
viding for replacements and deprecia- 
tion. 

The amounts of appropriations re- 
quired are dependent almost entirely 
on— 

(a) Existing laws; 

(b) Additional legislation subsequent 
to enactment of appropriation acts; and 

(c) Policies of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Of the above, only (c) is subject to 
curtailment by the Navy Department. 

Shertly after the beginning of the 
fiscal year 1931 it became apparent that 
in view of the then existing and grow- 
ing Treasury deficit, it was essential 


absolute minimum commensurate with 
the policy of the maintenance of the 
national defense. Instructions which 
were issued by you were carried out, 
with the result that the cash withdraw- 
als from the Treasury during the fiscal 
year 1931 were materially less than 
would have been the case had there 
been no slowing up in the expenditure 
program. Measures were taken which 
resulted in the elimination of certain 
items of expenditure during the fiscal 
year 1931, and were reflected in even 


. greater reductions in the appropriations 


for 1932. In addition, the undertaking 
of certain other projects and work was 
deferred, with the result that expendi- 
tures which would, under normal Treas- 
ury conditions, have been made during 
1931 will have to be made during 1932 
or subsequent years. 

In compliance with your instructions 
and in view of the coming into force 
of the London naval treaty, the plans 
for the expenditure of available appro- 
priations were revised from time to 
time during the year, with the result 


| that expenditures were restricted to 


approximately $357,806,219. As a re- 
sult of these revisions, it is estimated 
that the amount which will be carried 
to the surplus fund from 1931 appro- 
priations will approximate $8,400,000, 
as compared with an average for the 
previous five years of approximately 
$4,900,000. In addition, there will be a 
reduction in costs or eliminations of 
public works items for which authority 
existed in 1931, and continues in 1932, 
aggregating $2,763,024. This amount 
will not go to the surplus fund but will 
be reflected in reduced requests for ap- 
propriations to complete authorized 
projects. 

The activities of the Navy Depart- 
ment and Naval Establishment gov- 
erning these expenditures are discussed 
briefly under their respective headings, 
and the details are covered in the an- 
nual reports of the bureaus and offices 
having cognizance of the several appro- 
priations. 

Operations 

The operations of our naval forces 
during the past year had the following 
objects in view: 

(a) Exercise and train the units of 
the fleet to the highest state of effi- 
ciency and provide a nucleus for ex- 
pansion in case of national emergency. 

(b) Protect American interests in 
disturbed areas. 

(c) Assist countries to which United 
States aid has been extended. 

(d) Cultivate friendly relations with 
foreign peoples. 

The operation of naval forces under 





the new organization has been based 
on an enlisted strength of 79,700 men. 
No additional men have been appro- 
priated for for the fiscal year 1932. 

Of the total of 79,700 men, 11,740, or 
14.7 per cent, are assigned to aviation 
duties or to vessels and shore stations 
connected solely with aviation. 

The reorganization of the fleet and 
the provisions of the London treaty 
have permitted during the fiscal year 
the decommissioning of 62 vessels, 
while 8 vessels have been newly com- 
missioned; 87 have been disposed of by 
sale or otherwise. 

Continual, but necessarily slow, pro- 
gress is being made in the development 
of tactics for the fleet and for each 
combatant type of vessel. Annual fleet 
concentrations and periodic tectical ex- 
ercises are of the utmost value for 
training the personnel of the fleet. 

The decommissioning of vessels as a 
result of the fleet organization inter- 
fered with the completion of all forms 
of gunnery exercises by several vessels 
of the fleet. Results were in general 
very good. 

The standard of marksmanship in the 
fleet shows continued improvement, and 
an increased number of officers and men 
qualified in the various arms. 

The engineering performances of all 
classes of vessels have continued to im- 
prove. 

Naval War College 

The facilities at the Naval War Col- 
lege are inadequate. An addition to the 
War College Building has been author- 
ized, but no funds have been appro- 
priated. 

Personnel Requirements 

During the latter part of the calen- 
dar year 1930 it became imperative to 
effect economies in order, if possible, to 
avoid a deficit. A drastic cut was made 
in the number of ships that were to be 
retained in commission and steps were 
taken to reduce the enlisted personnel, 
exclusive of those paid for by the Vet- 
erans Bureau, from 84,500 to 179,700. 
This reduction was made gradually 


‘throughout the remainder of the fiscal 


year by decreasing recruiting. The av- 
erage number of men during the fiscal 
year was 82,564, and on the 30th of 
June, 1931, the number actually in the 
Navy, exclusive of those paid for by the 
Veterans’ Bureau, was 79,991. The Vet- 
erans’ Bureau paid for 872, in addition 
to the above. 

Since 1924 the officer personne] as- 
signed to duties in connection with 
aeronautics has increased from 422 to 
1,132, and during the same period the 
number of enlisted men has increased 
from 5,296 to 12,639. During the same 
period the total enlisted personnel de- 
creased from 86,000 to 79,991, exclu- 
sive of those paid for by the Veterans’ 
Bureau, so that there has been an ac- 
tual loss of men available for the sur- 
face Navy of 13,352. Without increas- 
ing the personnel of the Navy it is 
only possible to man new ships by plac- 
ing ships out of commission or by cut- 
ting down the allowances on the ships 
in commission. The allowances for 1931 
were less than those for 1930, and the 
allowances for 1932 will be less than 
those for 1931. 

Housing Needs 
The housing situation at the training 





station, Hampton Roads; at the navy 
yard, Mare Island; at the navy yard, 
Puget Sound; and at the air stations at 
Pensacola and at Hampton Roads is far 
from satisfactory, the men living in 
old frame buildings of temporary con- 
struction erected during the war. Five 
new barrack buildings are nearing com- 
pletion at Hampton Roads, and when 
completed will take care of about one- 
half the needs of the training station. 
At the other stations mentioned mod- 
ern quarters are deemed highly neces- 
sary. Additional quarters for officers 
have been recommended by the Board 
of Visitors at Annapolis and are urgent- 
ly needed there. At the Canal Zone 
quarters for the commandant and for 
the senior officers attached to the dis- 
trict are greatly needed. 
Staff Corps Promotions 

It is hoped that the next Congress 
will make the retirement provisions of 
the 1932 appropriation act applicable 
to the Staff Corps and will also provide 
for the retirement of officers of the 
Staff Corps who have been passed over 
by three selection boards and whose 
retention on the active list makes diffi- 
cult a proper assignment of duty and 
restricts the entrance of younger men 
into the Staff Corps. Such a measure 
was introduced in the last Congress 
(H.R. 11331), and I strongly recom- 
mend the passage of this or similar 
legislation. 

Enlisted Pilots 

Better results than were expected 
have been attained in the training of 
enlisted aviation pilots as a result; for 
the first time the number exceeds 30 
per cent of the total pilots. 

Naval Academy 

Tre high standards at the Naval 
Academy necessitate a strenuous re- 
gime. During the past year the con- 
duct and discipline of the regiment 
have been maintained at a satisfactory 
level at the expense of a few individ- 
uals who could not live up to the stand- 
ards expected of them. 

The budget plan for handling mid- 
shipmen finances has further improved 
the midshipmen’s pay situation. The 
continuous . campaign carried on to 
eliminate the evil of graduation debts 
has resulted in marked improvement 
over previous years. 

The course of instruction in naval

aviation at the Naval Academy is now 
on an equal footing with other spe- 
cialties. 

Marine Corps 

The legislation considered most es- 
sential for the Marine Corps, to regu- 
late the distribution and promotion of 
commissioned officers, failed of passage. 

The days and weeks following the 
Managua disaster were devoted to re- 
construction and repair work by officers 
and men of the Marine Corps. All per- 
sonnel performed excellent and com- 
mendable work by turning to the tasks 
at hand whole heartedly in a magnifi- 
cent showing of fortitude, cooperation 
and initiative. 

The training from which the Marine 
Corps derives the greatest benefit is the 
experience of active field service, such 
as Nicaragua, Haiti and China, where 
the highest standards of loyalty, self- 
sacrifice and justice have been continu- 
ally maintained. 

Construction and Repair 

The slow progress in the construction 
of light cruisers CL32, CL34 and CL36 
has been mainly due to the delay in the 
determination of the design of machin- 
ery to be installed in these vessels, and 
to the authorization of major changes 
in the design of hull determined to be 
desirable by the Navy Department. 

Effective July 1, 1931, the Secretary 
of the Navy approved the change in the 
official designation of the aforemen- 
tioned light cruisers to heavy cruisers; 
i. e., from CL24 to CA24, CL25 to CA25, 
ete. 

Legislation 

The following legislation of para- 
mount importance to the Navy failed 
of enactment during the Seventy-first 
Congress, but an effort will be made to 
secure enactment of similar measures 
as soon as may be possible after the 
convening of the Seventy-second Con- 
gress. 

To prohibit the making of photo- 
graphs, sketches or maps of vital mil- 
itary and naval defense installations 
and equipment and for other purposes; 
for the conservation, care, custody, pro- 
tection and operation of the naval pe- 
treleum and oil-shale reserves and for 
other purposes; to authorize the Secre- 
tary of War or the Secretary of the 
Navy to withhold the pay of officers, 
warrant officers and nurses of the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps to cover 
indebtedness to the United States un- 
der certain conditions; to authorize the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy to class as secret or confi- 
dential certain material, apparatus, or 
equipment for military or naval use, 
and for other purposes; to authorize the 
admission to naval hospitals of depend- 
ents of officers, nurses, and enlisted 
men of the naval service in need of 
hospital care; to regulate the distri- 
bution and promotion of commissioned 
officers of the Marine Corps, and for 
other purposes; to authorize the con- 
struction of certain naval vessels, and 
for other purposes; to provide further 
for the national security and defense; 
to amend section 4894 of the Revised 
Statutes (title 35, sec. 37, U. S. Code), 
with a view to effecting greater secrecy 
of inventions useful to the naval de- 
fense. 

Legislation relating to pay and al- 
lowances of commissioned and enlisted 
personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and Public Health Service has 
been crystallized and submitted in a re- 
port by a joint committee of Congress 
appointed pursuant to Public Resolution 
No. 36. (S. Doc. No. 259, 71st Cong., 
3d sess.) 





Major General Commandant

The Marine Corps has functioned 
economically and efficiently during the 
year. It has faithfully responded to 
the stringent economical measures that 
have been demanded of all Government 
agencies because of the business de- 
pression that is upon the Nation. 

The officers of the Marine Corps 
feel very deeply the discrimination 
against them in their relative rank 
with the officers of the corresponding 
length of service in the Navy, and a | 
prompt adjustment of this condition 
is most urgently needed. 

The undersigned is appreciative of 
the loyal and devoted duty that has 
been performed during the year by all 
ranks. 

A total of 4,446 men were enlisted 
during the fiscal year, of which num-_ 
ber 2,848 were first enlistments, 1,466

strength of the Marine Corps is inade- 
quate. The need for a reserve is ob- 
vious. With this fact definitely estab- 
lished, considerable progress has been 
made in the development of our re- 
serve, handicapped as we have been by

Nicaragua 


The Second Marine Brigade has con- 
tinued on occupation duty in Nicaragua 
throurchout the year, in accordance 
with the terms of the existing agree- 
ment between the United States and 
the Republic of Nicaragua. The au- 
thorized strength of this organization 
on June 30, 1931, was 32 commissioned 
and warrant officers and 508 enlisted 
men, exclusive of 243 officers and men 
on aviation duty and 209 officers and 
men serving with the Guardia Na- 
cional de Nicaragua, the combined 
military and police force of the Repub- 
lic. The brigade has been reduced 
during the year by approximately 225 
officers and men, with a view to com- 
plete withdrawal during the year 1932. 

By direction of the policy set forth 
by the Department of State, in May, 
1931, all marines were withdrawn from 
outlying stations and concentrated in 
Managua. No increased banditry fol- 
lowed this withdrawal and reduction of 
force, and it is believed the Guardia 
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Nacional can handle the situation ef- 
fectively. 

Throughout the year 11 officers and 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps were 
killed in action and 4 died of wounds 
received in action in Nicaragua. 

The successful operations in Nicara- 
gua have been materially aided by ‘ha 
efficient service of the aircraft 
squadrons, and aviation has definitely 
proved itself an indispensable arm to 
an expeditionary force. 

During the year the members of the 
Guardia participated in approximately 
116 contacts against bandit forces 
throughout Nicaragua. As a result of 
meritorious service in the field many 
members have been recommended for

HE Detroit News, which lives on the advertising of the factories that did so 

much to help win the World War, is frothing at the mouth in its usual pacifis- 
tic fashion over the speech General Pershing delivered on Armistice Day. It 
alleges he is a “hard-boiled militarist” because he recommended a final program 
of 100 divisions in 1918 in order to terminate the war quickly, and quotes an 
“historian” to establish that the General in opposition to Foch, Petain and Haig, 
recommended against the grant of the armistice, a recommendation Clemenceau 
and Lloyd George “brushed aside with some contempt.” 

Editorial writers are supposed to know what they discuss. The Detroit News, 
however, is conspicuous for lack of knowledge on national defense and half-baked 
opinions thereon that even its pacifist readers must deride. If the Detroit News 
had heard or read the General’s speech, it would have discovered that he preached 
reasonable preparedness, which is justified by our history, and, what should have 
endeared him to the pacifists, gave his hearty approval to disarmament. General 
Pershing hates war as much as the Detroit News, probably more so, for it is he 
who has had to face the bullets, and suffer the hardships, which helped to assure 
protection and prosperity for the Detroit News. If the editorial writer had been 
in France, he would have known that had German opposition been maintained 
as in the prior years, the troops General Pershing considered necessary would 
have been required. Further, it may be remarked that the fact the United States 
was preparing to throw this force into the field had a very large influence in 
destroying the morale of the enemy and compelling his surrender. Moreover, had 
the Allies and the United States occupied Berlin we venture to say that many of 
the problems which have plagued the World since the Armistice would not have 
arisen. 

We suggest to the Detroit News that it learn and consider the facts before 
it emits more fulminations of the kind it is printing. 

We have no quarrel with the Deteroit News as a newspaper. It is a great 
newspaper. But when it sets forth opinions on national defense, we implore it 
for the sake of its own reputation, not to be uninformed and half-baked. 
A RECENT statement of Secretary Hurley and his annual report disclose that 

the personnel of the regular establishment will not be affected by the esti- 
mates, so far as its strength and pay are concerned. This will be good news to 
the service. We can attribute this satisfactory development in connection with 
the anxiety regarding the estimates to the Secretary and General MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff. The responsibility for the land phase of natinnal defense rests 
squarely upon them, and especially, as the Secretary himself feels, upon the Chief 
of Staff. General MacArthur, as we have always known, holds that in his office 
reposes the conscience of the Service, and he obeys and expresses it with an 
order that arouses the admiration of all who know the facts. We realize it is 
unnecessary to commend General MacArthur to the rank and file, but we feel it 
due to him to repeat that the Army and the country can be sure National Defense 
will be strongly upheld by his capable hands. 








ig IS worthy of appreciative comment that the Military and Naval Committees 

of Congress refuse to permit partisanship to cloud their deliberations on mat- 
ters of National Defense. Politics determine the action of practically all other 
committees, but the efforts of these having to do with the services are directed 
towards securing unanimity upon all measures considered. This policy, pursued 
by the Republicans in the House Military Committee, will be continued by the 
Democratic members in the impending session. Congressmen Vinson and Britten 
have been conferring with Senator Hale relative to a costruction program which 
will produce treaty strength for the Navy, and also with Secretary Adams and 
Admiral Pratt. Representatives of both major parties seem agreed that the 
situation of the Navy must be exhaustively investigated, and such investigation 
will involve the Gardiner charges against the President. It may be expected 
that some Democrats will seek to mgke political capital out of the facts which 
will be developed. The House Naval Committee, however, expects to report a 
program upon which its entire membership can agree. If this expectation be 
realized, the Navy will feel confident of National support of the principle of 
equality upon the seas. 





(THE Premiers of the Great Powers, accompanied by members of their Cabinets, 

will take part in the Disarmament Conference, which will begin in Geneva in 
February. Mr. MacDonald, with the Secretaries of Foreign Affairs, Dominions, 
Admiralty, War and Air, will represent Great Britain, and M. Laval, with like 
support will defend the interests of France. Secretary Stimson will head the 
American Delegation, and with him probably will go Secretary Adams, and, per- 
haps, Secretary Hurley. Technical Staffs will be provided for each mission. The 
United States, including the Army and Navy, is for limitation of armaments, 
but that limitation must be so determined as to assure American equality. In 
this connecetion, we call the attention of our delegates to the answers to three 
questions sent to 900 representative men and women by Matthew Woll, Vice 
President of the American Federation of Labor, as follows: 

Should there be complete disarmament without agreement with other 
Nations? Yes, 65; No, 810. 

Should there be limitation of armaments in agreement with other non-revo- 
lutionary countries, without any reference to the menace of Soviet Russia? 
Yes, 160; No, 658. 

Should there be limitation only if all non-revolutionary countries agree to 
act jointly in case one of them should be attacked? Yes, 821; No, 82. 

We wish Mr. Woll had added: If limitation be agreed upon, should the 
United States build up the limits fixed? 

The answer undoubtedly would have been an overwhelming “yes.” 

By the way, it was too bad Senator Borah’s radio address was not heard at 
the Paris Disarmament meeting. Those attending would have been appalled to 
learn there are 50,000,000 idle in the world. Stop construction, cease the manu- 
facture of guns, powder, etc., and immediately in Mr. Borah’s estimation all the 
idle would be set to work.

Colonel Jonah’s Article 
(Continued from First Page) 
serves. Here they are doing essential 

work in the way of preparedness. 

The United States Army is pitiabiy 
small—as General Pershing has said, 
we have reached practical disarma- 
ment—but it should nevertheless be 
made up of every essential arm and 
those capable of quick expansion in 
time of emergency. ° 

-For these reasons the Corps of En- 
gineers should at all times be subject 
to the direction of the General Staff 
and not at any time under the direc- 
tion of civilian authority. 

The business methods of the Army, 
so essential to operation, must be part 
of the military engineer’s training, 
and this, in turn, means close coopera- 
tion with the various departments of 
the service as a whole. 

To separate the Corps from the 
Military Establishment would mean a 
great delay in restoring the Corps to 
its present high standard of efficiency 
in any emergency requiring combat 
duty. 

As to the Army as a whole, it is 
well to bear in mind during the presert 
clamor for disarmament, that the 
United States can better afford to have 
an Army and not use it, than to need 
an Army and not have it, and no steps 
should be taken to weaken any par- 
ticular arm of the present organiza- 
tion. 

The writer spent 19 months in the 
Corps of Engineers in 1917 and 1918, 
and 17 months of that time was in 
France, a part of which time was 
spent at the front.. He entered the 
service from the ranks of civilian en- 
gineers and can speak from experience 
as to the_necessity of having engineer 
officers in command with the train- 
ing of the Military Academy as a back- 
ground, either by graduation or con- 
tact, and of actual service in the field 
as a necessary qualification for the 
handling of troops and efficient con- 
duct of military affairs. 

These officers had first, the soldier’s 
viewpoint, and their familiarity with 
the discipline and work of soldiers is 
responsible for the wonderful recerd 
made by the Engineer troops during 
the war. 

It_ is essential to keep the Corps 
Military and therefore a part of the 
Regular Establishment at all times. As 
has been stated, they are usually em- 
ployed in peace time on great construc- 
tion projects and in training organiza- 
tions, thereby keeping alive some meas- - 
ure of preparedness in our civilian_ 
ranks, and as citizens we should keep 
the country alive to the necessity of 
preparedness. 

This gospel has been expressed by 
Shakespeare in “King Henry V”— 
“For peace itself should not so dull a 
kingdom 

Though war, nor no known quarrel 
were in question. 

But that defenses, musters, prepara- 
tions, 

Should be maintained, assembled, and’ 
collected;

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Pay and Promotion—Stagnation in promotion and inadequate pay are stressed 
by the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff in their annual reports as rea- 
sons for continued discouragement in the Army. For the former there may be 
hope of a congressional relief enactment. For the latter, unfair and unjust as 
are the schedules—and this view likewise is properly expressed by the Secretary 
of the Navy—there promises no present action. The facts are so clearly estab- 
lished and so cogerttly referred to by the officials named that we may confidently 
expect the rejection of any proposal to reduce pay, and the hearty approval 
thereof by the Administration. More than this, the groundwork has been laid 
for an increase as soon as economic conditions permit. In the end the needed pay 
will be obtained, but the path to the goal will continue to be stormy for the 
many officers and men laden with financial burdens and struggling to meet their 
official and personal obligations with the inadequate compensation now granted. 


Unfortunately, what hopes there were for Congressiunal relief of the Army’s 
stagnated promotion status are growing dimmer. Senator David A. Reed, chair- 
man of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, has expressed his desire to do 
something to alleviate the situation, but coupled that expression with a belief 
that it would be virtually futile to attempt to get anything of that nature car- 
rying additional appropriations through this Congress. In the House, the out- 
look is even worse. As detailed elsewhere in this issue of the Journal, Repre- 
sentative Percy Quin, probable chairman of the Military Committee under a 
Democratic regime, has no intention of considering Army promotion at a time 
when he feels Congress should devote its attention to other matters. Further- 
more, Representative W. Frank James, ranking Republican on the committee, 
feels—and he says the sentiment of the committee is virtually unanimous on 
the subject—that no promotion legislation based on the present arrangement of 
the promotion list should be approved. Mr. James is a firm believer in the re- 
vision of the list and will approve no promotion legislation which does not cor- 
rect what he refers to as the “injustices of 1920.” He also is highly desirous of 
improving the promotion situation in the Air Corps. It is quite likely that Mr. 
James will introduce a measure of his own as a basis for promotion discussion. 
Should it contain revision of the list a fight is assured for Senate leaders are 
equally adamant against disturbing the present arrangement of the promotion 


list. : 














Marine Corps Promotion Discrimination—Maj. Gen. Ben H. Fuller, Commandant 
of the Marine Corps, in his annual report to the Secretary of the Navy, has the 
following to say regarding the promotion situation: 

“The officers of the Marine Corps feel very deeply the discrimination against 
them in their relative rank with the officers of correspomding length of service in 
the Navy and a prompt adjustment of this condition is most urgently needed.” 

In order to bring about a “prompt adjustment of this condition” Marine 
Corps officials are hopeful that the new personnel bill, which has received the 
approval of President Hoover and Secretary Adams, will receive early attention 
from Congress. The measure, in order to rectify the discrimination in rank be- 
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tween officers of their service and those in the Navy, would place the Navy sys- 
tem, with certain alterations, into effect in the Marine Corps. In view of the 
fact that the Marine bill provides for accelerated promotion for officers of the 
Corps, without the increases of pay which accompany promotion, hope is enter- 
tained that Congress will receive it favorably and give it immediate attention. 
President Hoover’s desire for curtailment of the budget was the reason for the 
provision in the bill that an officer who is promoted as a result of the bill will 
not receive the pay of the higher rank until the date he would have been pro- 
moted under the present system, and it is believed that Congress will be much 
more apt to approve the bill, in its present form, than if it entailed increased 
expenditures. 

Secretary Adams, besides placing his endorsement upon the bill, spoke of 
the importance of remedial personnel legislation for the Marine Corps in his 
annual report to the President. In the course of his report, Mr. Adams told 
President Hoover, that “The legislation considered most essential for the Marine 
Corps, to regulate the distribution and promotion of commissioned officers, failed 
cf passage” at the last Congress. He also listed Marine Corps personne] legisla- 
tion among nine bills “of paramount importance to the Navy” which failed of 
enactment last Congress, and stated that “an effort will be made to secure enact- 
ment of similar measures as soon as may be possible after the convening of the 
72nd Congress. 

In regard to General Fuller’s recommendation in his annual report that the 
promotion situation be adjusted, some misunderstanding arose over the phrase- 
ology of his plea. An attempt was made to link up the “discrimination” he speaks 
of, with the charge of Maj. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, USMC, ret, that his “pro- 
motion” to the Major General Commandantcy was prevented by “desk admirals 
at the Navy Department.” In order to clear up this misunderstanding, General 
Fuller on Dec. 1 issued the following statement: 

“In connection with the account published in the press on Nov. 30 and again 
today concerning the alleged discrimination against officers of the Marine Corps, 
the Major General Commandant desires to state that this discrimination is the 
result of the existing law governing promotion, and that there is no conflict 
whatsoever between the Marine Corps and the Navy. 

“On the contrary, efforts by the Marine Corps during the past five years to 
obtain remedial legislation have had the full approval and close support of the 
Navy Department and all influential officers of the Navy.

Advocate Appointment of Munitions Staff Eligible List—Assistant Secretary of 
War Frederick H. Payne, in his annual report, released yesterday, advocates the 
formation of a munitions staff eligible list, and states that this will be made the 
basis of a study. Such a list would be comparable in its own sphere, to the gen- 
eral staff eligible list. 

Procurement is one of the most difficult and complicated fields of endeavor 
to be entered by the Army officer. Special qualifications and specialized training 
are demanded. The purpose of the Army Industrial College is to train men along 
these lines, and, it is believed that graduation with high record from this insti- 
tution would be one of the prime requisites necessary for a name to be placed 
on such a proposed list. In addition, there would be many other factors which 
would enter into selection. 

It is believed that such a list could be established by the authority of the 
Secretary of War, without having to seek special legislation for its formation.

Navy Flight Training Classes—Naval officer personnel to be given flight training 
at Pensacola next year will be considerably reduced from the number trained 
during the past year, the Bureau of Navigation announces. In the first class 
which convenes on Jan. 10, 1932, there will be but ten naval officers instead of 
22, as originally announced. 

Compared with last year’s quota of four classes of about 35 each, in 1932 
there will be eight officer classes, in which there will be a total of 100 officers of 
the Navy. A number of officers of the Marine Corps and Coast Guard will also 
make up these classes. This cut from about 140 to 100 was made because of 
the slackening of needs as a result of the completion of the naval airplane ex- 
pansion, rather than because of the pressure of economy, it is stated. The cost 
of training a naval aviator is estimated as being $20,000, but most of this is over-

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Air Corps Service Truck—A new type of air corps servicing truck, one of the 
most complete self-contained motor-propelled vehicles ever seen at the Infantry 
School was received recently by Flight B, 16th Observation Squadron stationed 
at Ft. Benning. 

The new tank truck, built by the Marmon-Herrington Company, with a pow- 
erful Hercules engine, embodies all the latest improved devices for the complete 
servicing of airplanes with gasoline, oil, water and air. Four hundred fifty-two 
gallons of gasoline, 36 gallons of lubricating oil and 36 gallons of water are car- 
ried, in addition to the truck’s own supply of fuel, water and oil. Special sets 
of gears and clutches, operated from the rear of the truck, transmit power from 
the driving motor to the pumps which discharge the gasoline, oil and water 
tanks and an air compressor to inflate the tires is operated by the same means. 
A preheating coil, connected with the oil tank, warms the lubricating oil to the 
proper temperature before it is discharged into the airplanes. Meters indicate 
to the operator the rate of flow and the amounts discharged from each tank. 


The driving mechanism is connected to both front and rear wheels, the latter 
of which are double, and all of which are equipped with 8%-inch pneumatic tires 
and air brakes, in addition to hand-operated brakes. Selective sets of gears give 
the vehicle seven driving speeds forward and two in reverse and insure the pas- 
sage of the truck over difficult pieces of ground. A towing coupling for airplanes 
is attached to the rear of the chassis and emergency towing hooks are attached 
to the front. 

Fire protection is provided by two foamite extinguishers carried in special 
compartments on the side and a pyrene extinguisher in the driver’s compart- 
ment. A glass-enclosed cab insures comfort for the driver in all weather. 
Chromium-plated railings, lamps and other parts give a trim appearance to the 
truck, which is painted the bright chrome yellow which has been adopted by the 
air corps as the color for all air field equipment on account of its high visibility 


in all kinds of weather.

New Quartermaster Corps Motor Equipment—There was an exhibition at the 
Holabird Quartermaster Depot, Baltimore, Md., yesterday, of five experimental 
types of trucks. These trucks were developed by the Quartermaster Corps with 
the view to the coordination of the needs of the Army with industry, which in 
time of emergency would, of necessity, be the chief source of supply. Repre- 
sentatives of the various arms and services, including the General Staff, were 
present at the exhibition. 

The development of these experimental trucks is an attempt to realize on 
the experience of the World War and the succeeding 15 years of experimentation 
with motorization. It is a phase of development and experimentation being gone 
into with a view to a solution of the problem of expansion which would be neces- 
sitated by a major emergency. 

The trucks are assembled of units, manufactured by various commercial 
firms, and each representing the strongest and most desirable unit procurable. 

One of the chief requirements of these trucks is that they possess a large 
degree of cross-country ability. Each one is capable of ascending grades up 
to 65 per cent, with a full load. Also, with their four and six-wheel drive and 
pneumatic tires, they possess unusual ability to traverse muddy and rough 
ground. From previous experience and experiment, it is felt by some that the 
multi-wheel drive is a military necessity for cross-country purposes. 

The trucks demonstrated are placed in five groups, as follows: 1% tons, four 
wheels, four-wheel drive; 2 tons, four wheels, four-wheel drive; 3% tons, four 
wheels, four-wheel drive, 744 tons, six wheels, six-wheel drive, and 10 tons, six 
wheels, six-wheel drive. 

Within each of the five groups, there is an interchangeability of similar 
units. The result of this is two-fold. There need not be any great variety of 


spare units stocked, and in the field of operations, if spare units should not be | 


available, a disabled truck may be utilized as a source of supply to repair other 
disabled trucks. 

It has been emphasized, however, that these trucks are purely in the nature 
of experiments, and that those issued are for service tests and no determination 
has yet been made as to their adoption. It is not contemplated to replace the 
war-time stock with these, but to keep up-to-date models for development purposes 
on which war-time expansion might be based if further study so indicates, with 
the least possible delay, if ever necessary. 

It is further pointed out that in a time of emergency, the products for 
expansion would have to be secured from industry, and that in order to be as- 
sured of procuring the necessary trucks in as short a time as possible, it would 
be most practical to use units that are at that time in the process of commercial 
manufacture. In this way, the necessity for machinery to produce special parts 
is obviated. 

Another feature which obtains in this development is that the trucks are 
believed to possess greater performance ability than any yet developed or pro- 
cured.

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House Naval Committee to Consider Airships—Following an announcement in 
the press Dec. 2, that the House Naval Committee would “investigate the lessons 
learned from the U. S. S. Akron,” Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, declared that the Navy Department “welcomes an investi- 
gation of whatever sort that will clear up for all time rumors and gossip that 
fer one reason or another have been circulated to the effect that the USS Akron 
is not a satisfactory airship.” Hints and allegations were made at the Capitol 
that the Akron was not satisfactory because of being overweight and had not at- 
tained the expected speed. Representative James V. McClintic, D, of Okla., a 
member of the House Naval Committee, stated that he is informed that defec- 
tive materials were used in the construction of the airship and as a result leaders 
of the committee have agreed to make a study of the matter. Admiral Moffett, in 
welcoming the investigation, said: 

“The airship Akron was accepted by the Navy Department after successful 
fiight trials and upon recommendation of the Board of Inspection and Survey that 
the airship was “in all respects an airworthy airship .... and in accordance with 
contact and specifications.” The Department’s action in this respect requires no 
defense and the Department welcomes an investigation of whatever sort that will 
clear up for all time rumors and gossip that for one reason or another have been 
Circulated to the effect that the USS Akron is not a satisfactory airship. Quali- 
fied persons who have correct knowledge of the Akron’s performances and her 
Capabilities are pleased, and regard her as an airship of which the Nation can 
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be proud. There has been considerable public discussion about “overweight.” ’ 
This excess weight represents improvements, greater strength, and a safer air- 
ship. Another matter which has been adversely commented upon by lay critics 
is the speed of the Akron. With the present set of propellors her maximum 
speed is about 78 to 80 statute miles per hour as against 84 statute miles esti- 
mated. With a new set of propellers, now being provided, it is confidently ex- 
pected her originally estimated speed will be attained.”

General Martin and Service Legislation—Maj. Gen. Charles H. Martin, USA- 
ret., formerly assistant chief of staff, G-1, has reurned to Washington as a Demo- 
cratic representative from Oregon. General Martin is staying at the Army and 
Navy Club until Mrs. Martin arrives here later in the season. 


In General Martin the services are assured of an understanding champion in 
the ranks of the controling party in the House of Representatives. He believes 
in a treaty strength Navy and in maintenance of both the regular and reserve 
components of the Army at their highest states of efficiency. 

No decision has been rdéached as to the General’s committee assignments. 
It would be likely that he be assigned to the Military Affairs Committee but for 
the fact that the development of Columbia River is of such importance to his 
State that he may be assigned to the Committee on Rivers and Harbors. Should 
he not be assigned to the Military Affairs Committee, General Martin feels that 
in some respects it may leave him freer to speak forth on the floor of the House 
regarding military legislation. 

“One thing the House will aim to do,” General Martin told the Jowrnal this 
week, “is to regain its rights over appropriations instead of continuing the domi- 
nance of the Bureau of the Budget and the White House in such matters. It is 
all right for the President to recommend on appropriations, but this budget-sys- 
tem is all wrong, for it takes away from the House its constitutional authority. ° 
The House, I hope, will again become a progressive body instead’ of one of the: 
most reactionary as it has-been in the past.” 

General Martin knows well of the stagnated promotion in the Army and de- 
clares that he will do his utmost in behalf of helpful legislation and to assuré 
full consideration of the War Department’s accelerated promotion plan. 

The Oregon representative is a strong believer in the maintenance of the’ 
Corps of Engineers within the military establishment. “Any thoughts to the con- 
trary,” he said, “would be most unwise and unfortunate. The Corps of Engineers 
is vital to the military efficiency, as anyone who has seen their work in war 
knows. It is true, too, that their conduct of civil engineering tasks in peace time 
constitutes a record so free of politics and recriminations as to make it stand 
most high in the public’s estimation.”

Dismissals for Leaders of British Navy Mutiny—In reply to questions of mem- 
hers in the House of Commons, as to whether there was any punishment meted 
out to anyone in the British Navy in respect to the mutiny at Invergordon over 
the threatened pay cuts, the First Lord of the Admiralty declared that there had 





been no penalization at all. Twenty-four enlisted men of the'Navy have been 
dismissed by Admiralty order, “their services being no longer required,” it was 
stated, but that these discharges were the result of “conduct subsersive of dis- 
cipline continued after the return of the Atlantic Fleet from Invergordon.” The 
greatest care had been taken, it was said, to see that there were no mistakes and 
the pledge which had been given to the House that no punishmnts should follow 
the events at Invergordon if on the side of the individuals concerned, there was 
no recurrence of the trouble, had been most scrupulously maintained. The men 
discharged, it was said, had no right to appeal for a court-martial in the event 
that they denied being engaged in misconduct since Invergordon, and “were not 
eligible for pensions, but they retained any war or other medals which they held 
prior to discharge.” >

The Secretary of War has defined 
as “unserviceable” those planes receiv- 
ing major overhaul in depots while 
they are thus out of commission. In 
my report for the fiscal year 1930, I 
recommended that Congress be asked 
to define the word “serviceable” as ap- 
plying to the 1,800 airplanes author- 
ized by the Air Corps act. This step 
is no longer necessary as the Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion sup- 
porting the definition of the Secretary 
of War. 

Based on this opinion of the Attor- 
ney General and the very obvious in- 
tent of Congress, there were on hand 
at the end of the year 1,476 serviceable 
program airplanes. The end of the 
fourth increment calls for 1,659, leav- 
ing a shortage of 183. While I regret 
to report this shortage in planes I am 
delighted to be in a position to state 
that in so far as the planes on hand 
are concerned the Air Corps is better 
equipped today from every standpoint 
than at any time in its history. 

During the past year experience 
shows that 12% per cent of the total is 
a very close approximation of the aver- 
age number of airplanes requiring ma- 
jor overhaul. It is therefore evident 
that there must be 2,058 airplanes on 
hand at the end of the 5-year program 
if 1,800 serviceable airplanes are to be 
maintained. To keep up this strength, 
past experience has shown annual re- 
placements of 25 per cent or 515 air- 
planes, will be required. This figure 
may be subject to revision in the fu- 
ture as the serviceable life of airplanes 
May increase by using more durable 
materials and new methods in con- 
struction, improved maintenance prac- 
tices and the final elimination of all 
old types of planes. As the Air Corps 
Act limited the number of replace- 
ments annually to 400, it is recom- 
mended that legislation be prepared 
and submitted to the Congress to re- 
move this limitation and permit the re- 
quired increased annual replacement at 
the end of the 5-year program. 

Personnel 

There is a shortage of 190 Regular 
Army officers commissioned in the Air 
Corps and 187 Reserve officers on ex- 
tended active duty. In the number of 
enlisted men the program is substan- 
tially met as enlisted strength is al- 
ways subject to minor variations. 

The personnel problem, both as to 
numbers and satisfactory flow of pro- 
motion, remains unsolved. During the 
fiscal year the number of officers com- ' 
missioned in the Air Corps increased 
only from 1,203 to 1,236, a gain of but 
83. It is apparent that the 5-year pro- 
gram can not be completed for years 
as far as commissioned strength is con- 
cerned, at this rate of increase. 

There still remain vacancies for 203 
second lieutenants for the Air Corps. 
This is the balance of the increase 
established for the Army and allotted 
to the Air Corps by the Air Corps act 
of July 2, 1926. There are more than 
sufficient graduates of the Air Corps 
Training Center qualified for commis- 
sions in the Regular service and 
anxious to enter upon a career in the 
Army Air Corps. The opportunity for 
training as a flying cadet has attract- 
ed the finest type of young American. 
It is most regrettable that these young 
men, well qualified in every respect,

can not be commissioned before they 
are forced to seek other occupations or |

become of an age when it is greatly to 


their disadvantage to enter the Army. 

That this condition will have a far- 
reaching effect on the caliber of young 
men seeking admission to the Flying 
Cadet Corps, has been shown already 
in the reduced number of applicants 
for the course during the past year. 

The enlisted strength of the corps 
approximates the number set up for 
the fourth increment. A considerable 
number of vacancies in noncommis- 
sioned grades and ratings were allot- 
ted to the Air Corps durnig the year, 
unfortunately at the expense of the 
rest of the Army. This has resulted 
in promotions of many competent men 
to higher grades and a more desirable 
distribution of numbers in the various 
grades. An increased number of re- 
enlistments and reduction in the turn- 
over among the enlisted strength of the 
corps has been one of the important 
immediate results of this increase in 
grades and ratings. 

However, in spite of this improve- 
ment, the proportion of grades and 
ratings for enlisted men of the corps 
is far from adequate. 

I will only mention briefly a ‘sub- 
ject that I have somewhat extensively 
discussed in previous reports—Promo- 
tion of Commissioned Personnel. It 
has been five years since Congress 
first directed that a study be made of 
this subject. Various reports and _rec- 
ommendations have been made. It is 
hoped that steps will be taken to al- 
leviate a situation which is resulting In 
a deadening effect on the Army as a 
whole, and the Air Corps in particular. 

In carrying out the duties assigned 
me, I have found that the fostering of 
military aviation is intimately connect- 
ed with the development of commercial 
aviation and the activities of naval 
aviation. I have taken every occasion 
to cooperate with the Assistant Secre- 
taries of the Navy and Commerce on 
aeronautical matters of mutual inter- 


est. 


Colonel Payne’s Report 


EXTRACTS from the annual report 
of the Assistant Secretary of War, 
Col. Frederick H. Payne, follow: 
Current Procurement ‘ 
The value of the supplies used an- 
Army approximates 
$100,000,000. By far the greater por- 
tion of the items so procured are for 
the satisfaction of the necessities of 
life. As a consequence, disregarding 
fluctuations in commodity prices, they 
are bound to remain practically con- 
stant, both in character and amount, 
so long as the size of the Army does 
not vary. Practically the only way, 
therefore, in which economies may 
affected is through increasing the ef- 
ficiency of purchasing methods. This 
matter, in which you have constantly 
taken such a personal interest, has con- 
tinued to be the principal aim of the 
current procurement branch of this of- 
fice. Within the limits imposed by 
existing law, and the specific needs 
of the Army, this branch strives to 
place Army purchasing on the most 
economical and efficient basis possible. 
The War Department appropriation 
bill for the fiscal year 1932 directs 
that in purchasing supplies preference 
be given to articles of the growth, pro- 
duction, or manufacture of the United 
States, even though such articles may 
cost more than those of foreign origin, 
except when, in the opinion of the Sec- 
retary of War, the excess of cost is 
unreasonable, or the best interests of 
the Government would not be served. 
The effect of this law is to compel 
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; ures for certain items 
than would otherwise be required. To 
this extent it necessitates uneconom- 
ical purchase, but since the clear in- 
tent of Congress was that the trade 
advantages to be obtained through 
supplying the American Army should 
accrue to American industry and to 
American labor, I have deemed it ap- 
propriate to construe liberally the pro- 
vision of the law that reposes final de- 
cision in the Secretary of War. Up to 
the close of the fiscal year, 16 cases 
arose requiring the decision of the 
Secretary of War as to whether pref- 
erence should be given to supplies of 
domestic origin despite a lower bid on 
a foreign article. In every case, ex- 
cept one, the decision favored the do- 
mestic product. In the one exception 
the lowest domestic bid was such as 
to make the excess cost unreasonable. 
In one instance, in which negotiations 
were initiated before the close of the 
fiscal year, the department consoli- 
dated for the whole Army and for an 
entire year its requirements in matches 
in order to permit a domestic producer 
to approximate the bid submitted by 
a foreign concern. Even with this ar- 
rangement the price paid the domestic 
concern was 12 per cent in excess of 
the foreign bid. 

There have been under consideration 
for some years certain proposals for 
increasing the efficiency of the Army 
purchasing system that would unques- 
tionably operate to produce improve- 
ment, but which can not be put into 
effect without legislative approval. The 
passage of the so-called uniform con- 
tract law would simplify our methods 
while business men dealing with us 
could save considerable in time, effort, 
and expense. This bill has been -pre- 
viously considered by Congress, and its 
passage should again be recommended 
to that body. 

There should also be established for 
all Army manufacturing  establish- 
ments a shop expense fund and a stock 
fund. The object of this particular 
proposal is to facilitate manufacturing 
and repair operations by the supply 
branches of the Army. As these op- 
erations are now conducted, an over- 
head charge must be assessed against 
each order worked on and a separate 
account set up for each overhead de- 
duction made. 

Legislation of the type I have indi- 
cated would enable us to effect further 
substantial economies in current pro- 
curement. 


Procurement Planning 

The problems encountered in prepar- 
ing plans to govern Army procure- 
ment in emergency and in making pro- 
vision for the mobilization of industry 
to meet war-time needs, I consider to 
be among the most important and most 
difficult of all those facing the War 
Department. I am particularly pleased 
to report that great strides have been 
made during the past year in reaching 
satisfactory solutions to them. 

The difficulties encountered in the 
successful performance of the various 
tasks incident to the preparation of 
specific plans have been often pointed 
out. I think it pertinent here to re- 
mark, as my predecessors have done, 
that great advantages would accrue to 
the United tSates through mainte- 
nance of war reserves at a higher level, 
and through the authorization of ed- 
ucational orders to familiarize Amer- 
ican industrialists and American labor 
with the tasks they will necessarily 
perform in the event of war. Both of 
these subjects have heretofore been 
fully explained to Congress by the War 
Department, and though I am firmly of 
the opinion that affirmative action in 
each case ‘should be’ taken, I can not 
add to the strength of the recommen- 
dations made in the Annual Report of 
the Assistant Secretary of War for 
1927, and repeated in the reports of 
1928 and 1929. 

Approximately two years ago it was 
appreciated that procurement plan- 
ning in the Army had progressed to 
the point, both in the preparation of 
secific plans and in the growth of un- 
derstanding by Army personnel of the 
basic problems involved, where atten- 
tion should be turned to the broader 
aspects of developing a system under 
which the President could efficiently 
control and direct American industry 
in a grave emergency. 

With this in view, my office initi- 
ated a series of studies, conferences, 
and negotiations which finally resulted 
in the formulation of a fundamental 
proposal for national industrial mo- 
bilization of a fundamental proposal 
for national industrial mobilization in 
emergency. During the past year the 
basic provisions of the tentative plans 
evolved have received the approval of 
this office, of the General Staff, and 
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of the procurement services. The im- 
portance of this accomplishment can 
searcely be overestimated. 

As an immediate result of the de- 
velopment of this unified War Depart- 
ment opinion, it was possible for the 
Chief of Staff, when appearing before 
the War Policies Commission in May, 
1931, to speak for my office as well 
as for his own in presenting to that 
body the general plan developed by the 
War Department to meet a national 
emergency. Concurrences secured have 
even extended beyond the War Depart- 
ment. As a result the Chief of Staff 
was able to state to the War Policies 
Commission that the plan, in its broad- 
er aspects, represented the considered 
views of the Navy Department and of 
many prominent industrialists who had 
most generously devoted their time in 
collaborating in its preparation. I do 
not mean to say, of course, that there 
is unanimous agreement on all fea- 
tures that have been so far proposed, 
but it is clearly evident that in con- 
ception and broad outline present 
plans meet the approval of the vast 
majority of thoughtful and experi- 
enced students in these matters. The 
evidence of this accord is contained in 
the published hearings of the War 
Policies Commission. 


Industrial College 


While during the past fiscal year 
there had been no considerable change 
in the Army Industrial College, so far 
as basic purpose, organization, and op- 
erating methods are concerned, yet in 
a very real sense the year has wit- 
nessed marked advances in its value 
to the Army, and in its general influ- 
ence and prestige. 

Two policies approved by the Secre- 
tary of War during the preceding fis- 
cal year have been largely instrumen- 
tal in effecting these advances. One 
of these definitely established for all 
students at the college minimum quali- 
fications identical, except as to rank, 
with those fixed for other general serv- 
ice schools. Another, whose applica- 
tion will gradually become more uni- 
versal, directs the chiefs of procure- 
ment services, in making recommenda- 
tions for student details at the Army 
War College, to give preference to 
graduates of the Army Industrial Col- 
lege. The staff of the college has been 
increased by two instructors, one of 
whom is a naval officer. The Navy 
Department is making a steadily in- 
creasing use of the school, as are the 
line branches of the Army. Through 
negotiations with the Navy, the War 
Department has been given the privi- 
lege of detailing annually to the Naval 
War College a graduate of the Army 
Industrial College, this officer being 
in addition to the number of Army of- 
ficers previously authorized for at- 
tendance at that school. 


In short, the school, which began as 
a brief course of training, conducted 
under a rather informal arrangement 
between the Assistant Secretary of 
War and the several chiefs of the sup- 
ply services, has taken its place as one 
of the recognized general service 
schools for the Army. Should we ever 
be faced with a grave national emer- 
gency, it is my opinion that the grad- 
uates of this school will make a record 
in the procurement field comparable to 
that established by graduates of Leav- 
enworth in the conduct of military op- 
erations in 1917-18. 


As the final item of this section of 
my report I wish to bring to your atten- 
tion a matter that has long been un- 
der consideration in my office. This 
concerns the desirability of establish- 
ing a munitions staff eligible list, com- 
parable in its own sphere to the gen- 
eral staff eligible list. Procurement 
in war is one of the most difficult 
fields of endeavor to be entered by the 
Army officer. , Special qualifications 
and specialized training are demanded. 
From the standpoint, both of the War 
Department and the individual, recog- 
nition should be accorded to the offi- 
cer who has demonstrated his fitness 
for war-time duty in procurement ac- 
tivities. This subject will be made 
one for special study and detailed 
recommendations to you at a future 
date. I consider it, however, of suffi- 
cient importance to bring to your at- 
tention in this report. 

In closing I wish to express again 
my belief that the industrial mobiliza- 
tion plan tentatively adopted by the 
War Department during the year is 
sound in its conception and basic prin- 
ciple, and that the procedure being fol- 
lowed in the department for the execu- 
tion of all duties pertaining. to this of- 
fice is simple and direct. 
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‘Transporting the A. E. F.” 


[TRANSPORTING the A. E. F. in 
Western Europe, 1917-1919,” is 
the title of an exhaustive and interest- 
ing study of the problem that faced the 
leaders of the American Expeditionary 
Force in France in all types of trans- 
The author is William J. 
Wilgus, member of the Military Rail- 
way Commission to England and 
France; Director of Military Railways, 
A. E. F.; Deputy Director General of 
Transportation, A. E. F. 

The volume is well written, with 
numerous charts, maps and illustra- 
tions. There are many margin heads, 
which add both to the appearance of 
the pages and the ease of reference. 

The author in the book advises the 
reorganization of the transportation 
service of the United States Army, 
which “entered the World War so un- 
adapted to the needs of modern war 
that it had to be torn to pieces and re- 
built in the face of the enemy.” He 
explains that his purpose in writing 
the book is to point to one defect, 
which, more than any other, “calls for 
drastic remedy before it is too late.” 

“Without means of movement,” the 
author says, “the Army obviously must 
remain immobile, and therefore impo- 
tent, as would be the projectile without 
its propelling charge; and to the ex- 
tent that such means are inadequate, 
so will its striking force be crippled. 
Hand in hand with the fighting men, 
therefore, must go efficient means for 
transporting them and their needs by 
water, land, and air.” 

Mr. Wilgus is frankly and impar- 
tially critical, pointing out defects and 
errors with the intention, not of placing 
blame for them, but so they may be 
avoided in any future emergency. He 
also points out that his study is de- 
void of the romantic side of war,.and 
in some instances must be boring to 
the average reader, but that in order to 
make a complete study it was neces- 
sary to include innumerable facts and 
figures. 

The primary fault of our pre-war 
Army organization, the author points 
out, lay in the division of responsibil- 
ity for transportation between two 
arms of the service, the Engineer 
Corps and Quartermaster Corps, neither 
of which, he asserts, was fitted by 
training and experience for the mastery 
of that calling. 

A multitude of difficulties arose out 
of that situation, he continues, things 
had to be learned and unlearned. The 
home authorities had to be educated 
as to the needs in the field so far 
away, supplies for which then came to 
the Army with leaden footsteps or not 
at all. 

“Friction developed in the Army be- 
cause of the transference of duties 
from the two corps, to which they had 
previously been assigned, to a newly 
established Transportation Corps large- 
yy officered by men drawn from civil 
ife. 

Reorganization after reorganization 
—eight within sixteen months—kept 
the newly established corps in turmoil 
and seriously obstructed its work.”

1931 Knox Trophy Awarded 


THE Chief of Field Artillery, Maj. 

Gen. H. G. Bishop, has announced 
that the Knox Trophy for the year 
1931 has been won by Battery D, 3rd 
Field Artillery, stationed at Ft. Sheri- 
dan, Ill. Capt. Ernest T. Hayes, re- 
cently assigned to the 13th Field Ar- 
tillery in Hawaii, commanding at the 
time of the test. 

Battery D, 3rd Field Artillery, took 
the Knox Trophy Test last summer at 
Camp McCoy at Sparta, Wis., during 
the summer training season under 
unusually difficult terrain and firing 
conditions. 

The Knox Trophy is presented an- 
nually by the Society of the Sons of

The Fourth Marines, our expedi-

standings with foreign civil and mili- 
tary organizations through the medium 
of competitive drill, marksmanship, 
athletics, and other recreational diver- 
sions, and the regiment has achieved 
more than its share of popularity in 
these respects. 
Haiti 

The mission of the brigade in Haiti 
has undergone no change during the 
year and all requirements have been 
successfully accomplished. In general, 
our dealings with the Haitian people 
have been satisfactory. The very few 
cases of friction have been those of 
individuals and the offenders have 
been promptly disciplined. 

The health, morale, and efficiency of 
the brigade are considered excellent.

Bureau of Engineering Report 


OLLOWING appears the report of 
Rear Adm. S. M. Robinson, Chief 
of the Bureau of Engineering, for the 
fiscal year 1931: 
Personnel 

The Bureau of Engineering is pri- 
marily a material bureau, concerned 
with the design, construction, proper 
operation, and upkeep of machinery. 
But no matter how good the design or 
how successful the subsequent con- 
struction, the reliability and efficiency 
in operation and its economy of upkeep 
are dependent in no small degree on 
personnel. This refers essentially to 
the supervising or officer personnel, 
for, no matter how skilled or ex- 
perienced the mechanic, he lacks the 
educational foundation necessary in the 
engineer. 

Heretofore the output of the post- 
graduate school has been quite inade- 
quate to meet these requirements, con- 
sequently the problem of providing for 
the experience and training required 
by the majority of younger officers as- 
signed to engineering duty has fallen 
on the forces afloat. 

This situation was represented to the 
Bureau of Navigation, which has been 
cooperating with this bureau in an ef- 
fort to find a satisfactory solution. 
Working in collaboration, a detailed 
and constructive analysis of engineer- 
ing personnel needs afloat was drawn 
up. The Bureau of Navigation has 


' adopted the policy of ordering lieuten- 


ants experienced in engineering to duty 
as engineer officers of destroyers. 

On graduation from the Naval Acad- 
emy the young officer has a reasonably 
good knowledge of theoretical en- 
gineering. Considering the variety of 
subjects which must divide his time, he 
can not be expected to have more. Six 
years after graduation a percentage of 
each class, on application and selection, 
are returned to Annapolis for post- 
graduate instruction in engineering 
subjects. During this intervening 
period of six years it is vital that a 
reasonable number of young officers 
obtain engineering. experience. This 
can be provided by assigning them to 
duty as engineering watch and division 
officers on battleships, aircraft car- 
riers, and cruisers. 

Condition of the Fleet 

Battleships—The material condition

of the battleship class is considered to 
be very good. During the year neces- 
sary repairs have been accomplished, 
and in addition a considerable number 
of improvement alterations. . 

A new type of metallic rod packing 
was installed on the New York, practi- 
cally eliminating the presence of lubri- 
cating oil in the feed water. A simi- 
lar installation will be made on the 
Texas. A study was made of the Okla- 
homa’s main engine valve gear with a 
view of providing for an increase in 
horsepower. Air coolers and pumps 
for cooling the inboard main motors of 
the West Virginia were installed and 
have proven satisfactory. A similar 
installation will be made on the other 
electrically driven battleships. A 
Bureau of Engineering type evaporat- 
ing plant was installed on the Tennes- 
see, and new composition evaporator 
shells were installed on the West Vir- 
ginia. Soot blowers have been pur- 
chased for all battleships not now 
equipped with them. Installations 
have been made on the Nevada and 
Maryland, and will be made on the re- 
mainder as they come up for overhaul. 

The Oklahoma and Nevada are still 
handicapped in making full power and 
in ability to run smokeless at higher 
speeds, due to insufficient air pressure 
in the boiler rooms. It is expected 
that this condition will be remedied at 
the next overhaul of these vessels. 

Carriers—During the last overhaul 
of the Lexington and Saratoga, rede- 
signed blading was installed in the sec- 
ond row of the first stage, and in the 
ninth and eleventh stages of all main 
turbines. At the same time new nozzle 
blocks on all four turbines were install- 
ed on the Lexington. Their operation 
thus far has been generally satisfac- 
tory. 

Two new 250-kilowatt generators 
have been purchased to replace the 
present 200-kilowatt generators on the 
Langley. Projects have been set up 
for a number of alterations in connec- 
tion with the vessel’s air department, 
to be done at the next overhaul. Among 
them are deck lighting for night fly- 
ing and new fire and bilge pumps for 
use with foam-fire extinguishing ap- 
paratus. 

Cruisers—Cruisers have been kepi in 
good operating condition. All neces- 
sary repairs have been accomplished, 
and in addition practically all author- 
The condition of the 
boilers of vessels of the Omaha class 
is such that retubing of the majority 
of them may be expected during the 
next two or three years. A number 
were retubed during the past year. 
Soot blowers have been purchased for 
vessels of this class, and will be in- 
stalled as they come up for overhaul. 

Destroyers — Considering their age, 
the destroyers are in good condition, 
and all necessary repair work is be- 
ing done to keep them so. 

Among the destroyers recently re- 
commissioned and among those on the 
Asiatic Station, a large program of 
condenser retubing has been found 
necessary. By the end of the next fis- 
cal year it is expected that all these 
vessels will have had their condensers 
retubed. Boilers have been kept in 
good condition, rebricking and retubing 
having been done as necessary. The 
boilers of a number of destroyers in 
commission since 1919 have never been 
completely retubed and are still giving 
satisfactory service. 

Auxiliaries—All necessary repairs 

have been accomplished, and in addi- 
tion a number of improvement altera- 
tions. , 
_ A low-pressure distilling plant is be- 
ing manufactured for the Henderson 
and will be installed at the next over- 
haul. 

The modernization of main reduction 
gears on type A ex-Shipping Beard 
vessels is in hand. Redesigned installa- 
tions have been completed on the Sirius 
and Vega. The ex-Vega gears will be 
modernized and installed on another 
vessel of this type when oppcrtunity 
offers. Ten vessels are involved in 
this program. 

A similar project relative to the 
gears of type B ex-Shipping Board 
vessels was begun. The first set of 
gears, contract for which has been 
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awarded, will be installed in the Chau- 
mont. The ex-Chaumont gears wiil be 
modernized and installed in the Ar- 
gonne or Wright, the other two ves- 
sels of this type now operated by ‘the 
Navy. 

Submarines — During the year sub- 
marine machinery has been maintained 
in a generally satisfactory condition. 


New Construction 

Vessels Completed—Light cruisers 
Chicago, Louisville, and Augusta were 
completed, making eight of the 10,000- 
ton class in service. The machinery of 
these vessels is generally satisfactory. 
Those that have been given official 
trials have exceeded their designed 
horse-power and speed, and bettered 
their contract guarantees as to econ- 
omy. The submarines Narwhal and 
Nautilus were completed and commis- 
sioned. Their machinery is very satis- 
factory except for the asynchronizers 
on the main engines, which are to be 
replaced with Sandner deenergizers to 
overcome the effects of synchronous 
torsional vibrations. The right to use 
the deenergizer was obtained on con- 
tract abroad; the devices will be manu- 
factured at the Navy Yard, New York. 

Except for the: Portland and In- 
dianapolis, all of the above-named 
cruisers (New Orleans, Astoria, Min- 
neapolis, Tuscaloosa, and San Fran- 
cisco), will have underslung main con- 
densers. Their machinery installation 
will occupy only about 79 per cent of 
the space required in other vessels of 
their class. 


Submarines Dolphin, Cachalot, and 


Cuttlefish will be the first submarines , 


equipped with triple armature main 
motors, the third armature being used 
for creeping speed. 

Detailed machinery _ specifications 
and contract plans were prepare? for 
11 destroyers and two submarines. Pre- 
liminary studies and machinery weight 
estimates were made of the 13,800-ton 
airplane carriers and 10,000-ton flight 
deck cruisers. Improved pumps have 


been designed for vessels under con- | 


struction. They are high-speed units 
having 50 per cent less weight, requir- 
ing 25 per cent less deck space, nd 
giving a material increase in effi- 
ciency. Similar improvements have 
been made in forced draft blowers. 
Specifications have been prepared for 
alternating current electrical equip- 
ment for the new destrcyers which will 
be the first ships in the Navy s° equip- 
ped. 


Welded Drums 
Welding procedure was investigated 
and a technique developed which guar- 
antees the production of a weld su- 
perior in physical characteristics to the 
parent metal. Proof that this is the 
case is provided by methods which are 
nondestructive of the weld proper. As 
a result, welded drums are to be pro- 
vided for the boilers of light cruisers 
Nos. 32, 34, 36, and 38, with the as- 
surance of adequate strength and con- 

siderable saving in weight. 

New Type Boilers 
Experiments have been under way 
for some time in an effort to develop 
a boiler combining the desirable fea- 
tures of the old Babcock and Wilcox 
water-tube boiler with those of the ex- 
press-type boiler, particularly with re- 
spect to weight saving. This has been 
successfully accomplished in what is 
known as the “SX” boiler. A 6,000 
square feet test unit was built by the 
Babcock & Wilcox Co. and tested at the 
Fuel-Oil Testing Plant, Philadelphia. 


} Boilers of this type will appear in the 


new light cruisers. Coincident with the 
development of this boiler, a new boiler 
of radical design embodying two 
steam drums in parallel and a fuel- 
heating system integral with the boiler 
proper, has been designed, built, and 
delivered to the fuel-oil testing plant. 





Admiral Moffett’s Report 


OLLOWING appears extracts from 
- the report of Rear Admiral William 
A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, for the fiscal year 1931: 
General Survey of Year’s Activities 
The fiscal year 1931 was very impor- 
tant to naval aviation in that it wit- 
nessed the completion of the 1,000-air- 
plane building program authorized. by 
act of Congress approved June 24, 1926. 
Although the act contemplated a build- 
ing period of five years, lower aircraft 
prices, careful economy, and reduction 
in attrition through improvement in 
material and the splendid safety record 
of Navy pilots, permitted the bureau 
to complete the program in four years 
and at a cost of $61,771,600 instead of 
the $85,078,750 originally estimated. 
All vessels and stations of the Navy 
will, during the fiscal year 1932, be sup- 
plied with their full complements of 


-airplanes. 


Although the fatal accident record in 


| 





1931 was not as good as the exceptional 
one of 1930, nevertheless it follows a 
sharp upward curve when the figures 
are plotted over a period of years, the 
hours flown per fatality having risen 
from 3,922 in 1928 to 10,207 in 1931. 

During the year plans have been ma- 
tured for the expenditures of the addi- 
tional funds provided by Congress for 
a more intensive development of high 
speed aircraft. This program is of the 
greatest importance as it has a direct 
bearing on the usefulness of military 
aviation, and should be continued vigor- 
ously. 

Economy Program 

As compared with the annual amounts 
authorized by the act of June 24, 1926, 
an actual saving of $23,307,150 has been 
effected in completing the 5-year pro- 
gram. The additional saving of $3,- 
000,000 in the cost of the 5-year pro- 
gram has been made possible through 
reduction by the Navy Department in 
the complements of airplanes at Coco 
Solo and Pearl Harbor and by reduc- 
tions in the quantity of spare airplane 
engines required by the bureau. The 
result has been that only $8,000,000 
was used from the $10,000,000 contract 
authorization for 1931 and an addi- 
tional $1,000,000 was returned to the 
Treasury from the cash funds appro- 
priated for 1931 for purchase of planes. 

It may be well at this point to men- 
tion the fact that the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics expects to return 
to the Treasury an additional sum of 
$3,322,500 from the 1932 aviation ap- 
propriation, and to refrain from obli- 
gating $500,000 from the 1932 contract 
authorizatfon. This large additional 
saving is due to two causes: First, the 
action of the Secretary of the Navy, on 
recommendation of the Chief of Naval 
Operations, in further reducing the 
complements of patrol planes at Coco 
Solo and Pearl Harbor; and, second, 
the further reduction in spare engines 
and in expenditures for radio, naviga- 
tional instruments and maintenance and 
repair. 

New Course at Pensacola 

The schedule of classes for heavier- 
than-air training at Pensacola is in 
process of reduction owing to the fact 
that the number of pilots in the aero- 
nautical organization is approaching 
very closely the number required. This 
has permitted the expansion of the syl- 
labus to include more complete train- 
ing. The combat course has been ex- 
tended and there will be instituted 
shortly a course of training in large 
patrol type seaplanes. The net increase 
of pilots during the past fiscal year was 
123 naval aviators and 86 aviation 
pilots of the Navy, and 16 naval avi- 
ators, and 8 aviation pilots of the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

New Construction 

Airplanes to be purchased in the fu- 
tuxe for the Navy will be for the re- 
placement of attrition and for new ves- 
sels added to the fleet. In order to pro- 
vide the outfits for the new 8-inch 
cruisers, it has been necessary to re- 
duce the numbers allowed the fleet op- 
erating areas at the Canal Zone and 
the Hawaiian Islands. It is my belief 
that the number of airplanes in these 
important strategic areas should by no 
means be further reduced. 

Condition of Aircraft Industry 

I desire to invite attention to the se- 
rious condition in this country of the 
aeronautical industry. The 5-year pro- 
gram of the Army and Navy were 
initiated partly for the purpose of en- 
abling this industry to become thor- 
oughly established by providing from 
military sources a regular and even 
flow of construction. It was believed 
in 1926 that in five years the demand for 
civil airplanes would increase sufficient- 
ly to provide the bulk of new business. 
That this result has not been attained 
is primarily due to the economic de- 
pression. During the past year the 
Army and Navy have provided funds 
for two-thirds of the total construction 
of new airplanes. 

It is essential for the future wel- 
fare of both the Government and the 
industry that efficient aircraft manu- 
facturers be able to make profits of 
such a size that the business will re- 
main attractive to them. 

Maintenance and Repair 

Within the past year economies in 
procurement have been effected through 
concentration of aeronautical material 
in the major supply bases and through 
improvement in the service of supply. 
A monetary limitation placed upon all 
operating and repair units to control 
issues of this material has served fur- 
ther to promote the greatest possible 
reduction in expenditures consistent 
with safe employment of aircraft to 
carry out prescribed operating sched- 
ules. Offsetting the savings secured by

The meeting on Dec. 12, in New York, 
of the Army and Navy football teams 
may presage the resumption of ath- 
letic relations between the two service 
academies, according to Lawrence Per- 
ry, noted sports writer.

The Regiment of Midshipmen and 
the Corps of Cadets will witness the 
meeting of their teams from the stands, 
on opposite sides of the field. What 
are claimed to be the two finest cheer- 
ing sections in the country will be 
present.

Navy had hard work to beat the 
Wooster College eleven at Annapolis 
last Saturday, although the game was 
looked upon as a “breather” wherein a 
battered Navy team might catch some 
of its lost breath.

It was not until the very end of the 
first half that the Midshipmen were 
able to push over a single tally, in the 
face of the stubborn resistance of the 
visitors. .

A wet field made it difficult to iden- 
tify the Navy aggregation as a team 
at all in the first half, until the Mid- 
shipmen collaborated nicely on a sus- 
tained march of 80 yards for their first 
touchdown.

necessitate continued increases in main- 
tenance appropriations. Naval aircraft 
overhaul personnel has not grown rap- 
idly enough to keep pace with aircraft 
procurement and employment. As a 
temporary expedient, commercial over- 
haul has been resorted to and the exist- 





ing naval overhaul plants have been | 


loaded to capacity. To prepare for the 
eventuality of war, when commercial 
overhaul would not be possible, it will 
be necessary for several years to con- 
tinue the expansion of these facilities. 
This will require larger complements 
of enlisted personnel at repair bases or 
the employment of more civilians. 


New Aircraft Radio Rating Needed 

The establishment of an aircraft ra- 
dio rating is essential for the proper 
maintenance and operation of the high- 
ly specialized equipment being fur- 
nished the fleet. 


Research 

Improvement in the art of aeronau- 
tical engineering is practically depend- 
ent upon the amount of experiment and 
research carried out. 

During the past year, many pressing 
problems have been laid aside because 
of the lack of funds for payment of en- 
gineers and the manufacture of experi- 
mental material. During the past few 
years, an appropriation of $2,000,000 
has been available annually, all of 
which has been necessary to meet im- 
mediate service requirements. An ad- 
ditional $220,000 has been added on the 
1932 appropriation for special high- 
speed investigation. One million dol- 
lars per year for three years is neces- 
sary to put this country abreast of for- 
eign developments. The results will be 
reflected in service airplanes. I, there- 
fore, urge that the department give ad- 
ditional support to the bureau in its 
efforts to extend both the regular and 
high-speed aircraft program. 


Naval Building Program 

It is unfortunate that last year’s 
naval building bill failed of enactment. 
I believe that every effort should be 
exerted to procure the passage of a 
continuing naval program to build up 
to treaty limits. All classes of naval 
vessels other than aircraft vessels have 
been well provided for by existing law. 
But in spite of the great importance 
to the fleet of aviation, only 3 out of a 
total of 14 permitted vessels are built 
or building. 

I therefore urge the early construc- 
tion of the remaining aircraft carriers 
and of eight flying deck cruisers. If 
expectations as to the capabilities of 
the latter type are realized, their con- 
struction will add tremendously to the 
effectiveness of the fleet. 

It is believed that the economic sit- 
vation of the country at large would 
be improved by starting our new naval 
construction as soon as possible. A 
large percentage of the cost of vessels 
goes for the payment of labor; the ma- 
terials required come from all parts of 
the country; and warship construction 
should go a long ways to stimulate 
present stagnant financial conditions. 


Future Development 

Aircraft have been operating with 
the fleet long enough for us to gain a 
reasonably good idea as to future avi- 
ation developments. The need has 
arisen for higher performances in speed 
and range of naval aircraft. The in- 
fluence of the Schneider cup races is 
shown by the tremendous improvement 
in performances of foreign aircraft, 
and the Navy needs additional funds 
to undertake a study of higher speeds. 
Power plants now produced in the 
United States are not powerful enough 
to give greatly increased speeds, and 
improvement is necessary in aerody- 
namic qualities; therefore, funds should 
be provided for new types of engines 
and for exhaustive wind-tunnel tests in 
order to develop faster planes without 
reducing the safety of their operation. 

No suitable large airship engines are 
produced in this country, and therefore 
the USS Akron is powered with for- 
eign-built engines. The bureau ig now 
able to announce, however, that it is 
undertaking the design of an American 
engine, which it is hoped will be de- 
veloped in time for installation in the 
ZRS-5. The bureau is deeply interested 
in this development, as well as in the 
use of gaseous fuel for airship engines. 

Since the aircraft at Coco Solo and 
Pearl Harbor have been placed under 
fleet command, they are now expected 
to operate far from their usual bases. 
The definite need, therefore, exists for 
tenders with servicing and repair fa- 
cilities and quarters for the airplane 
trews. I recommend that one large 





seaplane tender be assigned perma- 
nently to each of these fleet air bases. 
Summary of Recommendations 

Due to the completion of the naval 
5-year aircraft construction program 
authorized by Congress in 1926, naval 
aviation has reached as sound an op- 
erating basis as possible within the 
limits of aircraft allowed. Naval air- 
craft have become an inseparable and 
indispensable part of the fleet, and in 
the future will continve to increase 
their value as an important part of na- 
tional defense. Previous recommenda- 
tion has. been made and is repeated to 
provide an increase in the 1,000-plane 
limitation of naval aircraft for the 
equipment of aircraft carriers and other 
vessels building, or to be built, by in- 
cluding «these aircraft in the naval 
building program to be presented to 
Congress. This applies immediately to 
the aircraft necessary to equip the USS 
Ranger now under construction, au- 
thorization for which has not yet been 
made. 

I recommend the completion of the 
aircraft carrier tonnage and the flying 
deck cruiser tonnage to the full limit, 
allowed under the London treaty, as 
soon as possible. This country is far- 
ther behind in the aircraft carrier cate- 
gory than any other nation who was a 
signatory to the London treaty, not 
only in tonnage but in the numbers of 
aircraft carriers. 

The personnel now available for the 
maintenance and overhaul of aircraft 
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the overhaul of fleet aircraft are insuf- 
ficient in number. 

Legislation that failed of enactment 
last year that would reduce the percent- 
age of enlisted pilots from 30 per cent 
necessary under existing law to a per- 
centage deemed most suitable by the 
Secretary of the Navy, estimated at 
about 22 per cent, should be vigorously 
pushed. It is believed that the efficiency 
in operation of aircraft will be in- 
creased by such enactment. 

The rapid strides made in aeronauti- 
cal design both in airplanes and engines 
particularly in speed requirements and 
greater performance with weight car- 
rying capacity, indicate the necessity 
for widening the experimental fields. I 
recommend, therefore, that larger ex- 
perimental funds be made available an- 
nually, to permit the broadest investi- 
gations into all fields of activity. 

Previous recommendations have~been 
submitted for the acquisition of North 
Island, San Diego, Calif., by the Navy. 





| The congestion of aircraft at this point 
| is serious, and it is urgently recom- 


mended that legislation be introduced 
at this Congress to turn the Army por- 
tion of the island over to the Navy. 
Aircraft operations with the fleet and 
in connection with the yearly gunnery 
and bombing competitions have indi- 
cated the necessity for the acquisition 
by lease or purchase of properties in 
the immediate vicinity of the main air 
concentration points at San Diego and 





Hampton Roads. Also the contemplat- 
ed extensive operations of the USS 








Akron with the fleet in the Pacific will 
necessitate temporary operating bases 
for this vessel along the west coast, 
upon which there can be erected moor- 
ing masts. In view of the above, I 
recommend the permanent acquisition — 
of a site on the west coast in the vicin-. 
ity of San Diego, known as the Camp 
Kearney site, as an auxiliary field for 
mooring the USS Akron when operat- 
ing in the vicinity and as an auxiliary 
landing field for the fleet aviation 
squadrons. I recommend further, the 
permanent acquisition of a site known 
as East Camp site adjacent to the naval 
air station, Hampton Roads, Va., as an 
auxiliary base for the operation of fleet 
aircraft on the east coast, to relieve the 
congested conditions that will be oc- 
casioned by the operation of aircraft 
carriers in the Atlantic. 

The completion of the USS Akron 
and her capabilities for augmenting the 
service of information with the fleet by 
long distance scouting operations more 
firmly convinces me that the construc- 
tion of the ZRS-5, as now authorized 
by Congress, should be proceeded with 
immediately.

To Train Merchant Marine 


i view of the increasing importance 

of the merchant marine as a factor 
in naval strength, and the extra- 
ordinary growth of the United States 
in that regard during the past few 
years, the Navy Department has pre- 
pared a plan for the training of per- 
sonnel of the merchant marine in the 
duties of naval officers. 

Next Summer, at New York, New 
Orleans and San Francisco, the Navy 
will set up a combination school, li- 
brary, and gathering place for mer- 
chant marine officers commissioned in 
the naval reserve, and will endeavor to 
give as many officers as possible ac- 
tive duty training aboard naval ves- 
sels. At the present time, funds for 
ordering merchant marine naval re- 
serve officers to active duty are not 
available, but it is hoped that funds 
be secured from Congress next session. 
In the meanwhile, members of the mer- 
chant marine will be urged to take 
voluntary training on naval vessels, 
and arrangements will be made to 
make their personal expenses during 
the tour of duty as small as possible. 

At the three ports mentioned, quar- 
ters will be secured either at the naval 
district headquarters, or another gov- 
ernment building, and a library and 
lecture hall will ‘be installed. Officers 
of the merchant marine naval reserve 
will be urged to visit the headquarters 
while their vessels are in port, attend 
the lectures to be given by officers of 
the Regular Navy, use the library, and 
generally make the rooms a meeting 
place for ship officers in port. The 
result, it is hoped, will be a better 
trained and much more interested naval 
reserve than is at present the case. 

Another innovation will be the in- 
stitution of correspondence courses in 
various subjects necessary for train- 
ing of naval reserve officers. Mer- 
chant marine officers who desire to 
enroll for these courses may do so by 
calling at the headquarters to be main- 
tained in New York, New Orleans, and 
San Francisco. At the present time, 
the Navy Department has only a cor- 
respondence course in navigation, which 
is used by officers of the other 
branches of the naval reserve. The 
other courses, however, will be pre- 
paréd. 

Under. present plans, one naval offi- 
cer of the rank of commander or lieu- 
tenant commander of the Regular Navy 
will be assigned to each of the mer- 
chant marine headquarters. He will 
be there in an advisory and instruc- 
tional capacity entirely, administration 
of the merchant marine naval reserve 
continuing as in the past. For the 
post in San Francisco, Comdr. A. S. 
Rees, now in command of the USS 
Arctic, has been selected. Two other 
officers will be chosen for this duty in 
the near future. 

If the three headquarters prove 
_y yvular with merchant marine officers 
and the experiment is deemed success- 
ful as to the training effected, addi- 
tional headquarters will be established 
in other seaports. It is hoped that 
they can be set up in Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Seattle, and Los Angeles, 
and possibly one or two other cities.

Many prominent persons will be 
present, among whom are Col. Freder- 
ick H. Payne and F. Trubee Davison, 
Assistant Secretaries of War; the 
Chief of Staff of the Army, General 
Douglas MacArthur; the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Maj.

On this basis, Army 
seems far superior, and is so rated by 
the grid experts, but Navy is still ac- 
corded a chance to win, because when 
these two teams meet, the game ceases 
to be an ordinary grid game, and takes 
on the aspect of an equal battle. 

Army has still another advantage 
over the Navy team in that it has no 
game today, while Navy meets the 
University of Pennsylvania at Phila- 
delphia.

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
gun and mount has been converted to 
wet type and has been shipped for in- 
stallation on the Bass. Five more are 
under process of conversion for the Bar- 
racuda, the Bonita, the Cachalot, the 
Cuttlefish and one for spare. 

Two 4-inch 50-caliber guns and 
mounts are being converted to wet 
type, one for installation on the*Dolph- 
in and one for spare. 

Eight-inch triple mounts for the 
Portland and Indianapolis have been 
completed and shipped. Mounts for the 
remaining cruisers of this group are in 
process of manufacture. 

Ammunition 

The naval powder factory has op- 
erated continuously throughout the 
year with the following output:

In addition, 248,000 pounds of smoke- 
less powder were procured from a com- 
mercial source. 

The custom of obtaining all small- 
arms ammunition from the Army has 
been continued.

Fire Control 

Work has progressed satisfactorily 
on the fire-control systems of the New 
Orleans, Astoria, Minneapolis, Port- 
land and Indianapolis. Certain instru- 
ments have been completed and deliv- 
ered, but, in general, the systems are in 
process of manufacture. The contract 
for the antiaircraft fire-control system 
for the Minneapolis has not been let. 

The new range keeper, Mark VII, was 
installed on the secondary batteries of 
the Pennsylvania and Arizona, and on 
the main batteries of heavy cruisers 26 
to 31 inclusive. Similar range keepers 
will be installed on the New Mexico, 
Mississippi, Idaho and heavy cruisers 
$2 to 36 inclusive. 


Aviation Ordnance 


The bureau is continuing the develop- 
ment of aircraft machine-gun mounts 
suitable for the rear cockpit of observa- 
tion-type airplanes. Aircraft manufac- 
turers have continued in their efforts 
to help develop this mount in conjunc- 
tion with bureau designs and have sub- 
mitted many new ideas, some of which 
upon actual service test have demon- 
strated their practicability. 

In continuing the study of bomb rack 
design throughout the year, an attempt 
has been made to inclose more and 
more of the bomb rack within the fuse- 
lage. This results in a decrease in the 
drag on the aircraft and affords more 
protection to the bomb rack. 

Design 

Design work in the bureau, as in pre- 
vious years, has been chiefly directed 
toward the improvement and comple- 
tion of ordnance designs for new con- 
struction and for modernization of older 
ships. Type plans of the 8inch guns 
and mounts for the Tuscaloosa and San 
Francisco have been completed and de- 
sign of the ordnance installation and 
equipment for other construction au- 
thorized is under way. 

A number of studies have been made, 
or are now in progress, involving novel 
features of ordnance design. This im- 
portant work is seriously handicapped, 
however, by the very limited design 
force which the bureau is allowed. This 
force is scarcely sufficient to keep pace 
with current work; consequently but 
little time can be devoted to novel de- 
sign, or to the solution of problems, 
other than those of immediate urgency 
that are now before the bureau for con- 
sideration. 


Torpedoes 


An extensive program for the mod- 
ernization of torpedo war heads was 
commenced. Torpedo outfits were is- 
sued to eight new cruisers and two new 
submarines. 

Installation of a chromium plating 
plant was completed, and work of 
chromium plating torpedo parts sub- 
ject to wear and corrosion was com- 
menced. 

The air flasks of all torpedoes mod- 
ernized, as well as those of ships’ tor- 
pedoes overhauled at the naval torpedo 
station, Keyport, have been electro- 


plated. 





Financial Digest 


PERHAPS the two most important 

news developments over the next 
two weeks are the meeting of interna- 
tional bankers in Berlin on Dec. 10, and 
the conference of railway brotherhood 
leaders in Chicago on Dec. 7 and 8, ac- 
cording to information from E. A. 
Pierce and Co. 

It is possible, although there is noth- 
ing definite one way or another at the 
present time, that the brotherhood lead- 
ers will decide to accept the emergency 
or temporary wage reduction of 10 per 
cent. In the meantime the market ac- 
tion of railroad common shares would 
indicate that as a market factor divi- 
dend fears are more potent than wage 
reduction possibilities. It is difficult to 
see how there can be a material im- 
provement in the prices of railroad 
common stocks without first having a 
rise or, at least, definite support in me- 
dium grade rail bonds. 

The action of the oils over the past 
six months is of interest. In May the 
average price of representative oils 
made a low not more than three or four 
points above the present level. In the 
whole period the group as a whole has 
fluctuated over a range of about ten 
points. Indications are that there will 
be few if any unfavorable inventory 
adjustments in the petroleum industry 
at the end of the year and recently offi- 
cial estimates were to the effect that 
consumption of gasoline over the next 
seven or eight months would not fall 
behind corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year. Once general pressure is 
lifted from the market we believe that 
the representative oils face the pros- 
pect of slow price appreciation.

Rome, Italy—It has been announced 
that at the opening of the Autumn 
courses of pre-military training in 
Italy, that the number of young men 
enrolled has reached 1,200,000. This is 
a number five times as large as the 
enrollment at the time the courses 
were first started after the issuance 
of a decree in Dec., 1930. 

The courses. are compulsory for all 
youths 18 years of age, and instruction 
is given by officers of the Fascist Mil- 
itia. The principal feature consists of 
one lesson a week, usually on Sunday 
morning, in military drill and tactics. 

Instruction is given in infantry, ma- 
chine gun and artillery drill, in addi- 
tion the courses emphasizing defense 
against attacks from the air and from 
gas. ;

Rome, Italy—Italy’s solution of the 
problem of finding a fast moving in- 
fantry is “Bicycle Cavalry.” Dozens 
of her regiments have been equipped 
with bicycles and the Fascist Militia 
legions have taken up the two-wheeled 


_mounts also. 


The bicycle was used mainly to ac- 
complish the recent mobilization of 40,- 
000 young Fascists. Making from 50 
to 125 miles per day, bicycle regiments 
of the regular army travel with full 
equipment.

Paris, France—Minister of the Navy 
Charles Dumont has announced that 
the French naval staff has practically 
completed a project for the creation of 
a northern division. This new division 
may find its base at Brest and have the 
Atlantic Ocean, the English Channel 
and the North Sea as a field of opera- 
tions. 

Three cruisers of 10,000 tons each, 
and a submarine unit will go towards 
the composition of the division. Tor- 
pedo boats and destroyers will complete 
the division.

Range-finders, fire-control instru- 
ments, loading gear and antiaircraft 
guns of the British Navy have im- 
proved immensely, according to Hector 
C. Bywater, of the London Daily Tele- 
graph. 

Modern British battleships and cruis- 
ers are equipped with range finders 
having a base of from 30 to 40 feet 
which are far superior to any the Ger- 
mans had during the World War. The 
instruments of the latter were con- 
sidered very excellent at that time. One 
feature of the British instruments is 
that they are so mounted as to be un- 
affected by the ship’s vibration. This 
is claimed to be exclusively a British 
innovation. It is further claimed that 
British fire control instruments have 
demonstrated their superiority over the 
best foreign specimens in the course 
of exhaustive teets at the National 
Physical Laboratory.

(Continued from First Page) 
a naval construction bill among the 
naval leaders on Capitol Hill has been 
ironed out, and a united front will be 
presented: with the opening of Con- 
gress. Bills providing for Juilding up 
to the limits of the London Treaty are 


to be introduced in both Houses of 
Congress and hearings started as soon 
as possible. 

Senators Frederick Hale and Claude 
Swanson, and Representatives Carl 
Vinson and Fred A. Britten, ranking 
members of the Senate and House Na- 
val Committees discussed the matter 
this week, and on Dec. 2, a visit was 
made to the Navy Department, where 
the legislators went into session with 
Secretary Adams, Admiral Pratt and 
others. 

Although Representative Vinson, 
who will probably be chairman of the 
House group was reported to be op- 
posed to a blanket authorization bill 
such as favored by Senator Hale, Sen- 
ate committee leader, it being repre- 
sented that he believed a one year pro- 
gram would have better chances of 
enactment, the Georgian told the 
Journal that he is going to introduce 
a bill next week which will carry the 
provisions of the London Treaty into 
effect. 

Asked if this meant that it will pro- 
vide for building up to the limits of 
the treaty, Mr. Vinson answered in the 
affirmative saying that it would be 
spread over a period of years. The 


limit by 1936, however, he stated. How 
many years the construction would 
cover has not been decided as yet. 

As to personnel legislation, Mr. Vin- 
son said there would be no pay bill 
this year, but that the Marine Corps 
promotion bill would be considered by 
the committee during the next session. 
The bill will be taken up just as soon 
as the ship construction measure 1s 
out of the way, it was stated. 

“T have not had a chance to study 
the Marine bill yet,” he said, “But I 
am familiar with it in a general way.

Representative Vinson said he did 
not know anything about a Navy staff 
corps personnel bill, but added that he 
would consider everything the Navy 
Department asks for.
